Moreover, finding feme 
Truths, und not commonly-be¬ 
lieved Opinions, to urife from my 
j\ledit at'ions upon thefe negleUed 
Papers, I proceeded further, to 
confder w?hut benefit the finow- 
ledg of the fume n?ould bring to 
the World ; that 1 might not en- 
guge my felf in idle , and ufelefs 
Speculations :but,(f lily! thofe No¬ 
ble Virtuofi of Grefham-Coi- 
ledg, who reduce their fubtile 
Difquifitions upon Nature into 
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downright Mechanical ufes, pre- 
fent the World with form real 
Fruit from thofe airy Bloffoms. 

4 . How far 1 have fucceeded 
in the Premiffes, I now offer to 
the World’s cenftre-Whoj hope, 
will not expeB from me, not pro- 
feffng Letters , things demonjlra- 
ted with the fame certainty , 
wherewith Learned men deter¬ 
mine in their Schools ; hut will 
tah,e it well, that l fhould offer at 
a new thing , and could forbear 
prefuming to meddle where any 
of the Learned Pens have ever 
touched before , and that I have 
ta\en the pains , and been at the 
charge of fetting out thofe Ta- 
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bles, whereby all men may both 
correll my Pofitions, and raife 
others of their own. For herein 
I have, lify a filly School-boy, 
coming to fay myLefion to the 
World (that Peevijh,andTetcby 
Mafier ) brought a bundle of 
Rods, wherewith to be whip'd 
for every mifiafy: I have com¬ 
mitted.

CHAP. I. 

Of the Bills of Mortality, their beginnings 
andprogrefs. 

H E flrft of the continued Week- 
. ly Bills of Mortality extant at 
! the Farijb Clerks Hall, begins 
the Twenty ninth of December 
1603, being the firft year of 
^ing James his Reign ; fince when a weekly 
^ c conipt hath been kept there of Burials 
^ Cbriftnwgs. It is true, There were Bills 

B before 
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before, viz, for the Years 1592, -93,-94 5 
but fo interrupted fince, that 1 could not de¬ 
pend upon the fufficiency of them, rather re¬ 
lying upon thofe Accompts, which have been 
kept fince in order, as to all the ufes 1 fiiall 
make of them. 

2. I believe, that the rife of keeping thefe 
Accompts -was taken from the Plague: for 
the faid Bills (for ought appears) firft began 
in the faid year 1592, being a time of great 
Mortality 5 and, after fome difufe, were re¬ 
fumed again in the year 1603, after the great 
Plague then happening likewife. 

3, Thefe Bills were printed and publiffjed, 
not only every Week on Thurfdays, but alfo 
a general Accomptof the whole Year was gi¬ 
ven in upon the Thurfday before chrijimas- 
day: which faid general Accompts have been 
prefentedin the feveral manners following, 
vi%. from the Year 1603, to the Year 1624, 
inclujive , according to the Pattern here infer- 
ted.

10. We have hitherto deferibed the fevc- 
ral fteps whereby the Bills of Mortality are 
come up to their prefent date; we come next 
to fliewhow they are made and compofed, 
which is in this manner, viz. When any one 
dies, then, either by tolling, or ringing of a 
Bell, or by befpeaking of a Grave of the 
Sexton, the fame is known to the Searchers 5 
correfponding with the faid Sexton. 

ir. The Searchers hereupon (who are 
ancient Matrons, fworn to their Office) re¬ 
pair to the place where the dead Corps lies, 
and by view of the fame, and bv other en¬ 
quiries, they examine by what Dtfcafe or CV 
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fruity the Corps died. Hereupon they make 
their Report to the Par iff) Clerk , and he, e- 
very Tuefday night, carries in an Accompt of 
all the Burials and Ckriftnings happening that 
Week, to the Clerk of the Hall, On Wednefr 
day the general Accompt is made up and 
printed, and on 7 hurjday publifhed and dif- 
perfed to thefeveral Families who will pay 
four Shillings^ Annum for them* 

12. Memorandum, That although the ge¬ 
neral yearly Bills have been fet out in the fe- 
veral varieties aforementioned, yet the Ori¬ 
ginal Entries in the Hall-books were as exaft in 
the very firlf year, as to all particulars, as 
now; and the fpecifying of Cafualties and 
Difeafes was probably more. 


General Obfervatiom upon the Cafualties - 

1 N my Difcourfes upon thefe Bills, I fball 
| firft fpeak of the Cafualties, then give my 
Observations with reference to the Places 
and Parijhes comprehended in the Bills \ and 
next of the Tears and Seafons. 

i. There feems to be good reafon, why th,e 
eJsUg'frrate Oiould bimfelf take notice of the 

C numbers 
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numbers of Burials and Chriftni»gs , viz. to 
fee whether the City increafe or dccreafe in 
People 5 whether it increafe proportionably 
with the reft of the Nation ; whether it be 
grown big enough, or too big, &c, But 
why the fame fliould be made known to the 
People, otherwife than to pleafethem,as with 
acuriofity, I fee nor. 

2. Nor could I ever yet learn ( from the 
many 1 have asked, and thofe not of the lead: 
Sagacity) to whatpurpofe the diftinttion be¬ 
tween Males and Females is inferred, or at all 
taken notice of ? or why that of Marriages 
was not equally given in? Nor is it obvious 
to every body, why the Accompc of Casu¬ 
alties ( whereof we are now fpeaking) is 
made? Thereafon,which feems mod obvious 
for this later, is, That the date of health in the 
City may at all times appear. 

3. Now it may be Obje&ed^That the fame 
depends mod upon the Accompts of Epide¬ 
mical Difeafes ,and upon the chief of them all, 
the Plague wherefore the mention of the reft 
feems only matter of curiofity. 

4. But to this we Anfwer,That the know- 
ledgeeven of the numbers which dye of the 
j VlagHc y isnot diffidently deduced from the 
meer Report of the Searcbers y which only the 
Bills afford 5 but from other Ratiocinations, 

and 


and com pa rings of the Plague with fome <r 
ther Cafualties. 

5* For we fliall make it probable, that in 
the Years of Plague, a quarter part more dies 
of that Difeafe than are fet down ; the fame 
we fliall alfo prove by other Cafualties. Where- 
forejif it be neceffary to impart to the world 
a good Accompc of fome few Cafualties, 
which fince it cannot well be done without 
giving an Accompt of them all, then is our 
common praftice of fo doing very apt and 
rational. 

6. $Jow, to make thefe Corre&ions upon 
the, perhaps,ignorant and carclefs Searchers 
Reports, I confidered fir ft of what Authori¬ 
ty they were of themfelves, that is, whether 
any credit at all were to be given to their 
Diftinguifhments: and finding that many of 
the Cafualties were but matter of fenfe , as 
whether a Child were Abortive or Stilborn ; 
whether men were Aged, that is to fay, above 
fixty years old, or thereabouts when they di¬ 
ed , without any curious determination * 
whether fuch Aged perfons died purely of 
Age, as for that the innate heat was quite ex- 
tin&, or the Radical motjlure quite dried up 
(Tor I have heard fome Candid PhjficianS 
complain of the darknefs which themfelves 
Were in hereupon,) I fay, that thefe Diftin- 
C 2 gniftimems 
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guifhments being but matter of fenfe, I con¬ 
cluded the Searchers Report might be fuffi- 
cient in the Cafe. 

7. As for Confumytims, if the Searchers do 
but truly Report (as they may) whether the 
dead Corps were very lean and worn away, 
it matters nor to many of our purpofes, whe¬ 
ther the Diieafe were exa&ly the fame,as Phy- 
ficians define it in their Books. Moreover, 
Incafeamanof feventy five years old died 
of a Cough (of which had he been free, he 
might have poffibly lived to ninety; 1 efteeiu 
it little errour (as to many of our purpofes^) 
if this Pevfonbe in the Table of Casualties 9 
reckoned among the Aged, and not placed un¬ 
der the Title of Coughs. 

8. In the matters of Infants I would defire 

but to know clearly, what the Searchers mean 
by Infants, as whether Children that cannot 
fpeak, as the word Infant feems to fignifie, or 
Children under two or three years od, al¬ 
though I fhouldnot be fatisfied, whether the 
Infant d ed of Mind, or of Teeth , or of the 
Convulftonfac .or were choaked with Phlegm , 
or elfe of Teeth , Convulfion, and Scorer mg, a- 
part, or together, which, they fay, do often 
caufe one another ; for„I fay, it isfomewhac 
to know how many die ufually before they 
can fpeak,pr how many live paftany afligned 
number of years. ^ i I 


9 * I fay, it is enough, if we know.frpnv 
she Searchers but the. moft predominant. 
Symptoms; as that one died of the Bead- 
ach,\\ho was forely tormented with it, though' 
the Fhyjfcunswere ofOpmion, that theDi- 
feafe was in the Stomach. Again, if one died 
fuddenly^ the matter is nor great, whether it 
be reported in the Bills, Suddenly, Apoplexy, 
or Planet Jlruckenfac. 

10. To conclude. In many of thefe Cafes 
the Searchers we able to report the Opinion 
of the Phyfician , who was with the Patient, 
as they receive the fame from the Friends of 
the Defund: and in very many Cafes, fuch 
as Drowning, Scalding , Bleedings Vomiting , 
waking away tbemfihcs, Lunaticks , Sores , 
Smallpox,tfrc. their own fenfes are fufticient, 
and the generality of the World are able pret¬ 
ty well to difringuifh the Gout,Stone,DropJie r 
Falling ficknefSyPalJie, Agues, Thurejic, lit ele¬ 
cts, one from another. 

11. But now as for thofe Cafualties, 
which are apt el! to be confounded and mifta- 
ken, I fiaall in the enfuing Difcourfe prefume 
to touch upon them fo far, as the Learning of 
thefe Bills hath enabled me. 

Having premifed thefe general Adver- 
tifements , our Brft Obfervation upon the 
Cafualties ftia’.l be, That in Twenty Years 
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there dying of all Difeafes and Cafualties 
229250,that 71124 died of th eThruJb y Con- 
vulfion , Rickets , Teeth and Worms \ and as / 4 - 
horttves , Chryfomes , Infants y Livergrorvn^ud 
Overlaid ; that is to fay, that about | of the 
whole died of thofe Difeafes, which weguefs 
did all light upon Children under four or 
five years old. 

13. There died alfo of the Small Pox^Smne 
Pox, and Meajles , and of Worms without Con - 
vttlfions, 1221 o. of which number we fuppofe 
likewife, that about \ might be Children un¬ 
der fix years old. Now, if w’e confider 
tbatfixteenof the fa id 22£25odied of that 
extraordinary and grand Cafualty,the Plague , 
we (hall find that about thirty fix per Centum 
of all quick conceptions died before fix years 
old. 

14. Thefecond Obfervation is, That of 
the (aid 229250 dying of all Difeafes, there 
died of acute Difeafes (the Plague excepted) 
but about 50000, or|parts. The which 
proportion doth give a meafure of the State, 
and difpofitionof this Climate and Air as to 
health; thefe acute and Epidemical Difeafes 
happening fuddenly and vehemently, upon 
the like corruptions and alterations in the 
Air. 
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15. The third Obfervatioojs, That of the 
laid 22925o,about feventy died of Chronical 
Difeafes, which fliews (as I conceive) the 
State and Difpofition of the Country ( in¬ 
cluding as well its Food as Air) in reference 
to health, or rather to longevity: for as the 
proportion of acute and Epidemical .Difeafes 
fliewsthe aptnefs of the Ajr to fudden and 
vehement Iinpreffions; fo the chronical Pi- 
feafesfliew the ordinary temper of the place : 
fq that upon the proportion of Chronical Di¬ 
feafes feems to hang the judgment of the fitnefs 
of the Country for Cong life* For,I conceive, 
that in Countries fubjed to great Epidemical 
fweeps,men may live very long, bur, where 
the proportion of the Chronical diftempers is 
great, it is not likely to be fo ; becauk men 
being long lick, and alwaies fickly , cannot 
live to any great Age, as we fee in feverai 
forts of Metal-men, who, although they are 
lefs fubjed to acute Difeafes than others , yet 
feldom live to be old, that is,not to reach un¬ 
to thofe years, which David fays is the Age 
of Man. 

16. The fourth Obfervation is,That of the 
faid 2292^0 , not 4000 died of outward 
Griefs,as of Cancers, Fijlulas , Sores. Ulcers , 
broken and brut fed Limbs , Impojlhumes , 
Itch f King’s Evil, Leprojie , Scald-head , 
C 4 Swins 
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Swine Pex, Wens, Sec. viz. not one in fix- 

*y- , 

17. In the next place, whereas many per-* 
Tons live in great fear and apprehenfion of 
fome of the more formidable and notorious 
Difeafes following; I ftiall only fet down 
how many died of each: that the refpeftive 
numbers, being compared with the Total 
22 92$o,thofe perfons may the better under¬ 
hand the hazard they are in.

18. In the foregoing Obfervations we 
ventured to make a Standard of the health-' 
fulnefs of the Air from the proportion of a- 
cute and Epidemical Difeafes, and of the 
wholfomnefs of the Food, from that of the 
Chronical. Yet, for as much as neither of 
them alone do (hew the longevity of the In¬ 
habitants, we (hall in the next place come 
to the more abfolute Standard and Correftion 
of both, which is the proportion of the A- 
g?d, viz. 15757 to the Total 229250. That 

is, 
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is, of about i to 15 , or 7 per Cent. Only 
the queftion is, What number of years the 
Searchers call Aged, which I conceive muft be 
the fame that David calls fo, viz,. 70. For 
no man can be faid to die properly of Age, 
who is much lefs. It follows from hence. 
That if in any other Country more than feven 
of the ico live beyond 70, fuchCountry is 
to beefteemed more healthful than this of our 
City. 

19. Before we fpeak of particular Cajual- 
ties, we fhall obferve,That among the feveral 
Cafoalties Tome bear a conftant proportion 
unto the whole number of Burials i fuch are 
Chronical Difeafes,and the Difeafes whereun- 
to the City is moft fubjeft s as for Example, 
Confumptions , Dropfies, Jaundice, Gout, Stone, 
Talfie,Scurvy, Rifing of the Lights or Mother , 
Rickets , Aged, jigues, Fevers, Bloody Flux 
and Scowring: nay,fome Accidents, as Grief, 
Drowning, Mens making away themfelves, 
and being Kill*d by feveral Accidents, &c. do 
the like $ w hereas Epidemical and Malignant 
Difeafes, as the Blague, Purples, Spotted Fe¬ 
ver, Small Pox and Meajles do not keep that 
equality: fo as in fome Years, or Months, 
there died ten times as many as in others. 
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. CHAP. III. 

Of Particular Cafualties . 

i. T\/f ^ Obfervation is, That few are 
|V| ftarved. This appears, fonhat of 
the 22925c, which have died, we find not 
above fifty one to have been flawed , excepts 
ing helplefs Infants at Nurfe, which being 
caufed rather by carelefsnefs, ignorance, ana 
infirmity of the Milch-women, is not pro-, 
perly an effect or fign of want of food in the 
Country, or of means to get it. 

2* The Obfervation which I (hall add 
hereunto, is, That the vaft number of Beg* 
gars, fwarmingupand down this City, do all 
jive, and feem to be tnoft of them health y and 
ftrong ,* whereupon I make this queftion f 
Whether, fince they do all live by begging, 
that is, without any kind of labour^ it were 
not better for the State to keep them, even 
although they earned nothing ? that fo they 
might live regularly, and not in that Debau* 
chery, as many Beggars do; and that they 
might be cured of their bodily Impotencies, 
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or taught to work,efr. each according to his 
condition and capacity; or by being imploy- 
cd in Tome work (not better undone) might 
beaccuftomed and fitted for labour ? 

3. To this fome may Objeft, That Beggars 
are now maintained by voluntary Contribu¬ 
tions, whereas in the other way the fame 
muft be done by general Tax ; and confe- 
quently, the Objefts of Charity would be 
removed and taken away. 

4. To which we Anfwer,That in Holland, 
although no where fewer Beggars appear to 
charm up commiferation in the credulous, yet 
no where is there greater or more frequent 
Charity: only indeed the Magiftrate is both 
the Beggar , and the Difpofer of what is got 
by begging ; fo as all Givers have a Moral 
certainty that their Charity fhali be well ap- 
plyed; 

5. Moreover, I queftion, Whether what 
we give to a Wretch that fhews us lamentable 
fores and mutilations, be alwaies out of the 
pureft Charity> that is, purely for God’s 
fake • for as much as when we fee fuch Ob- 
je&s, we then feel in our felves a kind of 
pain and paflion by confent, of which we 
cafe our felves, when we think we eafe them, 
with whom we fympathized 5 orelfewe be- 
fpeak aforehand the like commiferation in 

others 
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others towards our Pelves, when we fluill (a* 
vve fear we may) fall into the like diftrefs. 

6. We have (aid, ’Trvere better the Pub' 
lick,i jhould keep the Beggar s y though they earn - 
ed nothings &c. Butmoft men will laugh to 
hear us fuppofe, That any able to work ( as 
indeed molt Beggars are, in one kind ofmea- 
fureoranother)(hould be kept withoutearn- 
ing any thing. But we Anfwer, That if there 
be but a certain proportion of work to be 
done, and that the fame be already done by 
the non-Beggars , then to imploy the Beggars 
about it, will but transfer the want from one 
hand to anoiher; nor can a Learner work fo 
cheap as a skilful praftifed Arcift can. As 
for example, a prattifed Spinner fi bail fpin a 
pound of Wool, worth two (hillings, for fix 
pence \ but a Learner 9 undertaking it for 
three pence,(hall make the wool indeed into 
yarn, but not worth twelve pence, 

7. This little hint is the model of the 
greateft work in the World , which is the 
making of England as confiderable for Trade 

,as Holland; for there is but a certain propor¬ 
tion of Trade in the World , and Holland is 
prepoffefted of the greateft part of it,and is 
thought to have more skill and experience to 
manage it; wherefore, to bring England in¬ 
to Holland ’s condition, as to this particular, 

is 
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is the fame, as to fend all the Beggars about 
London into the Weft Country to Spin, where 
they fiiall only fpoil the Clothiers Wool, and 
beggar the prefent Spinners at beft $ but, at 
worft, put the whole Trade of the Country 
to a ftand, until the Hollander , being more 
ready for it, have fnapt that with the reft-. 

8. My next Obfervation is, That but few 
are Murtbcred , viz not above 86 of the 
*29250, which have died of other Difeafes 
and Cafualties} whereas in Farts few nights 
fcape without their Tragedy. 

9. The Reafons of this we conceive to be 
Two : One is the Government and Guard of 
the City by Citizens themfelves, and that 
alternately. No man fetling into a Trade for 
that employment. And the other is, The 
natural and cuftomary abhorrence of that 
inhuman Crime , and all Bloodjhed, by moft 
JLnglijb mem for of all that are Executed , 
few are for Murther. Befidesthe great and 
frequent Revolutions and Changes in Go¬ 
vernment ftnce the Year 1650, have been 
with little bloodjhed ; the Ufurpers themfeives 
having Executed few in comparifon, upon 
the Accompt of difturbing their Innovati¬ 
ons. 

10* In brief, when any dead Body is found 
in England, no Algebraift, or Uncypberer of 
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Letters , can ufe more fubtife fuppofitions 
and variety of conje&ures to find out the 
Lemonftration or Cipher , than every com¬ 
mon unconcerned perfon doth to find out the 
Murtherers, and that for ever, until it be 
done* 

ir. The Lunaticks arealfobut few, viz, 
158 in 229250, though I fear many more than 
are fet down in our Bills, few being encred 
forfucb, but thofe who die at Bedlam ; and 
there all feetn to dye of their Lunacy , who 
died Lunaticks ; for there is much difference 
in computing the number of Lunaticks , that 
die (though of Fevers ana all other Difeafes, 
unto which Lunacy is no Superfedeas ) 
and thofe chat dye by reafon of their Mad* 
wfs* 

12. So that, this Cafualty beingfouncer¬ 
tain, I fiball not force my felf to make any 
inference from the numbers and proportions 
we find in our Bills concerning it: only I dare 
enfure any man at this prefenr, well in his 
Wits, for one in a thoufand, that he fhall not 
dye a Lunatick in Bedlam within rhefe feven 
years, becaufe I find not above one in a- 
bout one thoufand five hundred have done 
fo* 

13. The like ufe may be made of the Ac* 
compcsof men that made away themfelves, 

who 
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who are another fort of Mad men, that think 
to eafe themfelves of pain by leaping into 
Hell 5 or elfe are yet more Mad, fo as to 
think there is no fuch place ; or that men 
may go to reft by death, though they dye in 
Selfmurther , the greateft Sin. 

14. We (hall fay nothing of the numbers of 
thofe that have been Drowned , Killed by fads 
from Scaffolds, or by Carts running over them, 
&c. becaufe the fame depends upon the ca* 
fual Trade and Employment of men, and up¬ 
on matters which are but circumftantial to 
the aeafons and Regions we live in, and af¬ 
fords little of that Science and Certainty we 
aim at. 

15. We find one Cafualty in our Bills, of 
which, though there be daily talk, there is 
little effefl:, much like our abhorrence of 
Toads and Snakes as moft poifonous Crea¬ 
tures, whereas few men dare fay upon their 
own knowledge they ever found harm by ei¬ 
ther 5 and this Cafualty is the French Fox , 
gotten, for the moll part, not fo much by 
the intemperate ufe of Venery (which rather 
caufeth the Gout} as of many common Wo¬ 
men. 

16. I fay, the Bills of Mortality would take 
off tbefeBars, which keepfome men within 
bounds, as to thefe extravagancies s for io 

the 
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the aforementioned 229250, we find not a - 
bove 392 to have died of the iVv, Now > 
forafmuch as it is not good to let the World 
be lulled into a fecurity and belief of Impu¬ 
nity by our Bills, which we intend flhall not 
be only as Deaths heads to put men in mind 
of their Mortality, but alfo as Mercurial Sta¬ 
tues to point out the moft dangerous waies 
that lead us into it and mifery^ We fhali 
therefore (hew, that the Fox is not as the 
Toads and Snakes aforementioned, but of a 
quite contrary nature, together with the rea- 
fon why it appears otherwife. 

17. Forafmuch as by the ordinary dif- 
courfe of the World it feems a great part of 
men have, at one time or other, had fome 
fyecies of this Difeafe, I wondering why fo 
lew died of it, efpecially becaufe I could 
Hoc take that to be fo harmlefs, whereof fo 
hiany complained very fiercely ; upon en¬ 
quiry, 1 found that rhofe who died of ir out 
°f the Hofpitals (efpecially that of Kings- 
hnd, and the Lock in Southwark ) were re¬ 
turned of Ulcers and Sores ♦ And in brief, I 
found, that all mentioned to dye of the 
French Fox were returned bv the Clerks of 
^int Giles’s and Saint Martin s in the Fields 
°nly > m which place [ underflood rhat moft 
°f the vilelland moft tniferabieHoufes of tin- 
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cleannefs were : from whence I concluded, 
that only bated perfons,and fuc.h,whofe very 
were eaten off, were reported by the 
Searchers to have died of this too frequent > 
^Malady. 

1 8. In the next place, it (hall be examin- 
ed,under what Name or Cafualty fuch as die 
of thefe Difeafes are brought in ; I fay, un¬ 
der the Conjunction ; forafmuch as all dying 
thereof dye fo emaciated and lean (their 
Ulcers disappearing upon Death ) that the 
Old-women Searchers, af er the mift ofa Cup 
of Ale, and the bribe of a Two-groat fee, in 
(lead of one given them, cannot tell whether 
this emaciation or leannefs were from aPbthi- 
fis, or from an He Stick Fever, ^trophy, &c. 
or from an Infe&ionof the Spermatick parts, 
■which in length of time, and in various dif- 
guifeshathat Jaft vitiated the habit of the 
Body, and by difabling the parts to digeft 
their nourifhment, brought them to the con¬ 
dition of leannefs abovementioned. 

19* My next Obfervation is, That of the 
j Rickets we find no mention among the Cafral • 
ties , until the Year 1634, and then but of 
14 for that whole Year. 

20. Now the Queftion is, Whether that 
Difeafedid firflappear about that time; or 
whether a Difeafe, which had.been long be¬ 
fore, 
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fore, did then firft receive its Name? 

2 r .To clear this Difficulty out of the Bills 
(for I dare venture on no deeper Arguments) 
I enquired what other Cafualtie before the 
Year 1634, named in the Bills, was moft like 
the Rickets ; and found, not only by Preten¬ 
ders to know it, but alfo from other Bills, 
that Livergrorvn was the neareft. For io 
fome years 1 find Livergrorvn , Spleen, and 
Rickets, put all together, by reafon fas I 
conceive) of their likenefs to each other, 
hereupon I added the Livergrorvns of the 
Vear 1634, vi%. 77, to the Rickets of the 
fame Year, viz. 1 4, making in all 9 r: which 
Votal, asalfothe Number 77 it felf, I com¬ 
pared with the Livergrorvn of the precedent 
Year 1633, viz, 82; All which (hewed me* 
that the Rickets was a new Difeafe over and a- 
bove. 

22. Now,this being but a faint Argument* 
J looked both forwards and backwards, and 
found, that in the Year 1629, when no Rick- 
e * s appeared 7 tberewere but 94 Livergrorvns ‘ t 
^nd in the Year 1636 there were 99 Liver - 
r mn, although there were alfo 50 of the 
tickets : only this is not to be denied, that 
'''hen the Rickets grew very numerous fas in 
Year 1660, viz. 521) thenthereap- 
feared not above 15 of Livergrorvn. 
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23. In the Year 1659 were 441 Rickets > 
and 8 Livergrorvn. In the Year 1658 were 
476 Rickets, and 51 Livergrorvn. Now, 
though it be granted that thefe Difeafes were 
confounded in the Judgment of the Kurfes , 
yet it is moft certain , that the Liver grown 
did never but once^i-c. jinm 1630 exceed 
ioo^ whereas Anno 1660, Livergrorvn and 
Rickets were 536. 

24. It is alfo to be obferved. That the 
Rickets were never more numerous than now, 
and that they are ftill increafing; for Anne 
1649, there were but 190, next year 260, 
next after that 329, and foforwards, with 
fome little darting backwards in fome years, 
until the Year 166c, which produced the 
greateft of all. 

25. Now, fuch back-dartings feem to be 
univerfal in all things 3 for we do not only 
fee jn the progreflive amotion of the wheels of 
Watches, and in the rowing of Boats , that 
there is a little darting or jerking backwards 
between every ftep forwards, but alfo (if I 
am not much deceived) there appeared the 
like in the motion of the Moon, which in the 
long telefcopes at Crejham CoUedge one may 
fenfibly difeern. 


26. There 
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2 6. There Teems alfo to be another new . 
t^ifeafe, called by our Bills 'the flopping °f 
the Stomach , firft mentioned in the Year 
1636, the which Malady, from that Year to 
*647, increafed but from 6 to 29 ; Anno 
1 655 it catneto 145. In 57, to 277. In 
60:0314. Nowthefe proportions far ex¬ 
ceeding the difference of proportion general* 

Jy arifingfrom the increafe of Inhabitants, 
a nd from the refort of Advena to the City, 
fhews there is fome new Difeafe, which ap- 
pearethtothe Vulgar, as A flopping of the 
Stomach. 

27. Hereupon I apprehended that this 
Stopping might by the Green ficknefs i foraf- 
tauch as I find few or none to have been re¬ 
turned upon that Account, although many 
be vifibly ftained with it. Now, whether 
the fame be forborn out of fharne, I know 
not i For fince the World believes that Mar- 
f iage cures it, it may feem indeed a fharne, 
that any Maid fhoufd dye uncured , when 
there are more Males than Females, that is , 
an overplus of Husbands to all that can be 
^ives. 

28. fn the next place, I conje&ured that 
this flopping of the Stomach might be the Mo* 
ther , fora {much as I have heard of many 
troubled with Mother-fits fas they call them') 
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although few returned to have died of them 5 
■which conje&ure, if it be true, we may then 
fafely fay, That the Mother-fits have alfo in- 
creafed. 

29. But I was fomewhat taken off from 
thinking this flopping of the Stomach to be the 
Mother, becaufe I gheflfed rather the Rifling 
of the Lights might be it. For I remembred 
that fome Women, troubled with the Mother - 
fits^did complain of a choaking in their Throats. 
Now, as I underhand, it is more conceiva¬ 
ble, that the Lights or Lungs (which I have 
heard called The Bellows of the Bcdjfl) not 
blowing, that is, neither venting out, nor 
taking in breath, might rather caufe fuch a 
Choking , than that the Mother fiiould rife up 
thither, and do it.For metbinks, when a Wo¬ 
man is with Child, there is a greater rifing, 
and yet no fuch Fits atall. 

30. But what I have faid of the Rickets 
and flopping of the Stomach , I do in fomeniea- 
fure fay of the Rifing ofthe Lights alfo, 
-roc. that thefe Riflings (be they what they will) 
have increafed much above the general pro¬ 
portion ; for in 16 19 there were but 44, and 
in 1660, 249, viz almoft fix times as ma¬ 
ny. • ' 


£i. Now 
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31.Now forafmuch as Rickets appear much 
in the Overgrowing of Childrens Livers and 
Spleens (as by the Bills may appear J which 
furely may caufe (lopping tj the Stomach by 
fqueezingand crowd ingupon-tbat part. And 
forafmuch as thefe Chokings or Rtfings of the 
Lights may proceed from the fame buffings, 
as make the Liver and Spleen to otfer-grow 
their due proportion. And !aft!y, forafmuch 
as the Rickets , (topping of the Stomachy and 
Ttfing of the Lights, have all increafed toge¬ 
ther, and in fome kind of correfpondent 
proportions*, it feems to me that they de¬ 
pend one upon another, And that what is 
the Rickets in Children, may be the other in 
more grown Bodies j for furely Children, 
which recover of the Rickets , may retain 
fome what to caufe what I have imagined: but 
of this let the Learned Phjficians confider, as 
I prefume they have. 

32. 1 had not medltd thus far, , bur that I 
have heard, the firft hints of the circulation 
of the Blood were taken from a common Per- 
fon’s wondering what became of al 1 the blood 
vyhich iffued out of the heart,fince the heart 
beats above three thoufand times an hour, al¬ 
though but one drop fhould be pump’d out 
of it at every ftroke. 
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33* The Stone Teemed to decreafe : for in 
1632, 33, 34, 35,and 36, therediedof the 
Stone and Strangury 254. And in the Years 
1655, S7* 5 S > 59* and l6 6° » but 250, 

which numbers,although indeed they bcalmoft 
equal, yet confidering the Burials of the firft 
named five Years were but half thofe of the 
later, it Teems to be decreafed by about one 
half. 

34. Now the Stone and Strangury are Di* 
feafes which moft men know that feel them, 
unlefs it be in Tome few cafes, where ( as 1 
have heard phyfictans fay) a Stone is held up 
by the Films of the Bladder, and To kept from 
grating or offending it. 

35. The Gout (lands much at a (lay, that 
is, ic anfwers the general proportion of Bu¬ 
rials; there dies not above one of 1000 of 
the Gout, although I believe that more dye 
Gouty. The realon is, becaufe thofe that 
have the Gout , arefaid to belong livers 5and 
therefore, when fuch dye, they are returned 
as Jged . 

36 The Scurvy hath Iikewife increafed, 
and that gradually from i 2, jfmw 1629^095, 
Anno 1660. 

37. The Tyffick Teems to be quite worn a- 
wav, bur that it is probab'e the Tame is cn- 
tred as Cough or Consumption* 

< 38, Jgues 
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Agues and Fevers are cntrcd promifcuouf- 
ly, yet in the few Bills wherein they have 
been diftinguifhed, it appears that not above 
i in 40 of the whole are Agues . 

39. The Abortives and Stilborn are about 

the cwentieth pare of thofe that are Cbrifl- 
neb, and the numbers feemed the fame, thirty 
Years ago as now, which (hews there were 
more in proportion in thofe years than now: 
or elfe that in thefe later years due Accompts 
have not been kept of the Abortives , as ha¬ 
ving been buried without notice,and perhaps 
not in Church yards . ■ 

40. For that there bath been a negle# in 
the Accompts of th zchriftriwgs, ismoft cer¬ 
tain, becaufe until the Year 1642, we find 
the Burials but equal with the Chrijlnings, or 
near thereabouts, but in 1648, when the dif¬ 
ferences in Religion had changed the Govern¬ 
ment, the Chrijlnings were but two thirds of 
the Burials. And in the Year 1 6 59, not half, 
viz. the Burials were 14720 (of the Plague 
but 36) and the Chrijlnings were but 5670; 
which great difproportion could be from no 
o.her Caufe than that abovementicned, for- 
afmuch as the fame grew as the Confufions and 
Changes grew. 


41. Mere- 
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41. Moreover, although the Bills give us 
in Anno 1659, but 5670 Chriftnings,yet they 
give us 421 Abortives, and 226 dying in 
Child bed ; whereas in the Tear 1631, when 
the Abortives were 41 o, that is.near the num¬ 
ber of the Year 1659, the Chriftnings were 
8288. Wherefore by the proportion of 
Abortives, Anno 16 59, the Chriftnings fliould 
have been about 8 5^0 : but if we (hall reck¬ 
on by the Women dying in Childbed , of whom 
a better Accompt is kept than of Stilborns 
and Abortives , we fhall find Anno 1659, 
there were 226 Childbeds 5 and Anno 1631, 

112, viz,, not j-: Wherefore I conceive that 
the true number of the Chriftnings , Anno 
1659, is above double to the $690 fet down 
in our Bills; that is, about. 11500, and then 
the Chriftnings will come near the fame pro¬ 
portion to the Burials, as hath been obferved 
in former times. 

42. In regular Times, when Accompts 
were well kept, we find ftat not above three 
in 200 died in Childbed, and that the number 
of Abortive* was about treble to that of the 
Women dying in Childbed: from whence we 
may probably colled, that not one Woman 
of an hundred (Itnay fay of two hundred ) 
dies in her Labour ; foraftnuch as there be 
ocher Caufes of a Womans dying with- 
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in the Month , than the hardnefs of her La* 
bour* 

43. If this be true in thefe Countries, 
where Women hinder the facility of their 
Child- bearing by affefted ft rai toning of their 
Bodies; then certainly in America, where the 
fame is not pra&ifed, Natuie is little more 
to be taxed as to Woman, than in Brutes, a- 
mong whom not one in fome thoulands do dye 
of their Deliveries: what I have heard of the 
Irijb women confirms me herein. 

44. Before vfe quite leave this matter, we 
fball infert theCaufes, why the Accomptof 
Chriflnings hath been negleftedraore than that 
of Burials: one, and the chief whereof, was 
a Religious Opinion againft Baptizing of In¬ 
fants, cither as unlawful, or unneceftary* If 
this were the only reafon, we might by our 
defcfts of this kind conclude the growth of 
this Opinion, and pronounce, that not half 
the People of England, between the years 
1650 and 1660, were convinced of the need 
of Baptizing. 

45. A fecond Reafon was, The fcruples 
which many publick Minifters would make 
of the worthinefs of Parents to have their 
Children Baptized, which forced fuch que¬ 
stioned Parents, who did alfonot believe the 
neceftity of having their Children baptized 
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by fuch Scruplers, to carry their Children 
unto fuch other Minificrs ,as having perform¬ 
ed the thing, had not the Authority or Com¬ 
mand of the Regifier to enter the Names of 
the bdptized. 

46. A third Rcafon was, That a little Fee 
was to be paid for the Regiftry. 

47* Upon the whole matter it is moft cer¬ 
tain, That the number of Heterodox Believers 
was very great between the faid year 1650 
and 16603 and fo peevilh were they, as not 
to have the Births of their Children Regi - 
fired, although thereby the time of their 
coming of Age might be known, in refpeft 
of fuch Inheritances as might belong unto 
them ; and withal, by fuch Regi firing it 
would have appeared unto what Parijb each 
Child had belonged, in cafe any of them 
fhoald happen to want its relief. 

48. Of Convuljions there appeared very 
few, viz. but 52 in the year 1629, which in 
1636 grew to 709, keeping about that flay 
till 1659, though fometimes riling to about 
looo. 

49. It is to be noted, That from 1629 
to 1636, when the Convuljions were but: 
few, the number of Chry fonts and Infants was 
greater; for in 1629, there were of Chryfoms 
and Infants 2596, and of the Convulfion 52, 

viz . 
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viz. of both 2 648. And in 1 636 there were 
of Infants 1895, and of the Convulficm 709, 
in both 2 6C4, by which it appears, that this 
difference is likely to be only a confufion in 
the Accounts. 

50. Moreover, we find that for thefc la¬ 
ter years, fince 1636, the total of ConvuJfc 
cm and Chryfoms added together are much 
lefs, viz. by about 4C0 or 500 per Annum , 
than the like Totals from 1629 to 36 , which 
makes me think, that Teeth alfo were thruft 
in under the Title of Chryfoms and Infants , 
inafmuchas in the faid years , from 1629 t0 
1636, the number of Worms and Teeth wants 
by above 40c per Annum of what we find in 
following years* ■ 
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CHAP. IV. 

Of the Plaguei 

i. TjEfore we leave to difcourfe of the Ca- 
|J fualties, we (hall add fomething con¬ 
cerning that greateft Difeafe or Gajualty of 
all,. The FUgue. 

There have been in London, within this 
Age, four times of great ^Mortality, that is 
to fay,the years 1592 and 1593,1603,1625 
and 1636. 

There died Anno 1592, from March to

2.Now 
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2. Now it is manifeft of it felf, in which 
of thefe years moft died ; but in which of 
them was the greateft Mortality of all Diiea- 
fes in general, or of the Plague in particular, 
we difeover thus. In the Years 1592, and 
1636, we find the proportion of thofe dying 
of the Flague in the whole to be near alike, 
that is, about 10 to 23, or 11 to 25, or as a- 
bout 2 to 5. 

3. In the Year 1625, we find the Plague 
to bear unto the whole in proportion as 3 s 
to sr, or 7 to 10, that is almoft the tripli¬ 
cate of the former proportion; for the Cube 
of 7 being 343, and the Cube of 10 being 
1000, the faid 343 is not J-of rooo: 

4. In Anno 1603, the proportion of the 
Flague to the whole was as 30 to 37, viz, as 
4 to 5, which is yet greater than the laft of 7 
to 10 : For if the year 162$ had been as 
great a Plague year as 16*03, there muft have 
died not only 7 to 10 , but 3 to 10, which 
in thofe great numbers makes a vaft differ¬ 
ence. 

5. We mu ft therefore conclude the year 
1603 to have been the greateft Plague year of 
this Age. 

6. Now to know in which of thefe four 
was the greateft Mortality at large, we reafon 
thus:

7. From whence it appears, That Anno 
16361 the Chriftnings were about ‘-pares of 
the Burials: Anno 1592 but^-*, but in the 
year 1603 , and 1625, not above an eighth: 
fo that the faid two years were the years of 
great eft Mortality. We faid that the year 
1603 was the greateft Plague year. And now 
wefay, that the fame was not a greater year 
of Mortality than Anno 1625. Now to re¬ 
concile thefe two Petitions, we muft alledge* 
that Anno 162 5,there wasanerrour intheAc- 
compts or Diftinflions of the Cafualties ; that 
is, more died of the Plague than were re¬ 
counted 


1 to 8 ,or ( Anno 
1 \ to 10(1625 
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counted for under that name. Which Alle* 
gation we alfo prove thus, viz> 

8. In the faid year 1625 there are faid to 
have died of the Plague 35417? and of all 
other Difeafes 18848 ; whereas in the years, 
both before and after the fame, the ordinary 
number of Burials was between 7 and 8000 • 
fo that if we add about 11000 (which is the 
difference between 7 and r 8) to our 3 5, the 
whole will be 46000, which bears to the 
Whole 54000, as about 4 to 5, thereby ren- 
dring the faid year 1625 to be as great a 
Plague -year as that of 1603, and no greater; 
Which anfwers to what we proved before, 
*'/*♦ that the Mortality of the two years was 
equal. 

9. From whence we may probably fufpetf, 
that about j part more died of the Plague than 
*re returned for fuch ; which we further 
Prove by noting, that Anno 163 6 there died 
l °4©o of the Plague, the ^ whereof is 2600* 
^ow there are faid to have died of all other 
difeafes that Year 12959, out of which num¬ 
ber deducing 2600 , there remain 10359, 
toore than which there died not in feveral 
Vear$ next before and after the faid Year 
*636. 

to. The next Obfervation we (hall offer is, 
That th e Plague of 1603 laded eight Years. 

E In 
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In Tome whereof there died above 4000, in 
others above 2000,and in but one fewer than 
600: whereas in the Year 16 24 next prece* 
ding 3 and in the Year 1626 next following 
the faid great Plague-year 1625, there died 
in the former but 1 r, and in the later bur 134 
of the jP Idgue. Moreover, in the faid Year 
1 62 5, the Plague decreafed from its utmoft 
number 4461 a week, to below 1000 within 
fix weeks. 

ir. The Plague of 1636 Jafted twelve 
Years, in eight whereof there died 2000 per 
Annum one with another, and never under 
300. The which (hews, that the Contagion 
of the Plague depends more upon the Difpo- 
fition of the jdir , than upon the Effluvia 
from the Bodies of men. 

12. Which alfo we prove by the fuddain 
jumps which the Plague hath made, leapifg 
in one Week from 118 to 927 ; and back 
again from 993 to 258 and from thence a* 
gain the very next Week to 852. The which 
Effefls mufi: furely be rather attributed to 
change of the Air , than of the Confhrutiofl 
of Mens Bodies, otherwife than as this de* 
pends upon that; 

13. If may be alfo noted,That many time 5 
other Peflilential Difeafes, as Purple Fevers, 
Small-Pox , See. do fore-run the Plague *

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Year, two or three 5 for in 1622 there died 
but 8000: in 1623, 11000: in 1624, about 
i2eoos till in 1625 there died of all Difea- 
fes above 54000. 
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Other Obfervatiom upon the Plague , 

, and Cafualties. 

j, *" p^H E Veer cafe and lucre afe of Peo* 
1 pie is to be reckoned chiefly by 
Chriftenings 9 becaufe few bear Children in 
London but Inhabitants\ though others die 
there. The Accounts of Cbriftenings were 
well kept, until differences in Religion occa* 
fioned fotne neglcd therein, although even 
thefe negleds we muft confefs to have been 
tegular and proportionable. 

2. By the numbers and proportions of 
Chrifttnings therefore we obferve as follow¬ 
ed, viz, 

Firft, That (“when from December 1602, 
to March following, there was little or no 
Plague) then the Cbriftenings at a ^Medium 
Were between no and 130 per Week, few v 
E 2 Weeks 
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Weeks being above the one, or below the o- 
therjbut when from thence to July the Plague 
increafed, that then the Cbrijlenwgs dec reaf- 
ed founder90. 

Secondly, The Queftion is,Whether Teem¬ 
ing-Women died, or fled, or mifearried ? The 
latter at this time feems 1110ft probable, be- 
caufe even in the faid fpace, between March 
and July, there died not above 20 per Week 
of the Plague $ which fmall number could 
neither caufe the death or flight of fo many 
Women, as to alter the proportion j part 
lower, 

3* Moreover, We obferve from the 21 of 
July to the 12 of October, the Plague \oc l ct2if m 
ing reduced the Chriftenings to 70 at a Medt- 
um f diminifliing the above proportion down 
to Now the caufe of this muft be flving, 
and death, as well as Mifcarriages and Abor- 
tions 5 for there died within that time about 
25000, whereof many were certainly Wo¬ 
men-with child : befides , the fright of fo 
many dying within fo final! a time, might 
d*ive away fo many others, as to caufe this 
EfFetf. 

4. From December 1624, t0 the middle 
of April 1625, there died not above five a 
Week of the Plague, one with another. In 
rhis nine, the Cbrijlenings were one with ano* 

iher 
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ther 180. The which decreafed gradually 
by the 22 of September to 75, or from tha 
proportion of 1 z to 5>which evidently fquares 
with our former Obfervation. 

5. The next Obfervation we (hall offer is, 
The time, wherein the City bath been Re-pet- 
fled after a great Plague ; which we affirm to 
be by the fecond year. For in r 62 7 the Chri- 
Jlenings (which are our Standard in this Cafe} 
were §408, which in 1624, next preceding 
the Plague- year 1625 (that bad fwept away 
above 54000 } were but 8299 3 and the 
Cbriflentngs of 1626 (which were but 6701) 
mounted in one year tothefaid 8408. 

6. Now the Caufe hereof, forafmuch as it 
cannot be a fupply by Procreations; Ergo t 
it muff be by new Affluxes to London out of 
the Country. 

7. We might fortifie this AfTertion by 
fiiewing, that before the Plague year 1603, 
the Chrijlenings were about 6000, which 
Were in that very year reduced to 4789, but 
crept up the next year 160410 5458, reco¬ 
vering their former ordinary proportion in 
1605 of 6504, about which proportion it 
flood till the year 161 o. 

8. I fav, it followeth, that, let the Mor¬ 
tality be what it will, the City repairs its lofs 
°f Inhabitants within two years 5 which Of>

fervafcion Mens the Qbje&ion made againft 
the. value of Houfes in London, as if they 
wer^,liable to great prejudice through the 
3 ofs of Inhabitants by the Plague.

I. T | Aving fpokep of CafualUfs, we come 
tl next to .compare the Sicklinefs, 
Healthfulnefs, ' and Fruitfulnefs of the feveral 
Years, and Seafons one with another. And 
firft, having in the Chapters afore goingmen- 
tjoped the feveraliyears of Plague, we (hall 
n£XC prefent the feyeral other fickly years ; 
4 e meaning by a (ickly Tear.Yuch wherein the 
Burials exceed tfcofe, both of the precedent 
an.d.fubrequentyears,and not above two hun¬ 
dred dying of th e Plague, for fuch we call 
Plague-Tears.; and this we do,that the World 
may‘fee, by what fpaces and intervals we 
may hereafter expeft fuch times again. Now, 
we may notcall f thata more fickly year^vhere- 
in more die, bepaijfe fuch excefs of Burials 


may 
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may proceed from increafe and acccfs of 
People to the City only. 

2. Suchfickly years were 1618, a®, 23, 
24, 1632,33,34, 1649, 52,54*56,58,61, as 
may be leen by the Tables. 

3* In reference to this Obfervation we 
fiball prefent another, namely,That the more 
fickly the years are, the lefs fecund or fruit¬ 
ful of Children alfo they be. Which will ap¬ 
pear, if the number of Children born in the 
faid fickly years be lefs than that of the years 
both next preceding and next following: all 
which, upon view of the Tables, will be 
found true, except in a very few Cafes,where 
fometimes the precedent, and fometiines the 
fubfequent years vary a little, but never both 
together. Moreover, for the confirmation 
of this Truth, we prefent you the year 1660, 
where the Burials were fewer than in either of 
the two next precedent years by 2000, and 
fewer than in the fubfequent by above 4000; 
And withal, the number of Chrijlenings in the 
faid year 1660 was fir greater than in any of 
the three years next afore-going. 

4. As to this year 1660 , although we 
would not be though t Super ft it tout, yet it is 
not to be negle&ed, that in the faid year was 
the Kings Reftauratiott to His Empire over 
’hefe three Nations, as if Cod Almighty had 
E 4 caufed 
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caufed the healthfulnefs and fruitfulnefs there* 
of to repair the Bloodjbed and Calamities fuf- 
fered in His abfence. I fay , this conceit 
doth abundantly counterpoife the Opinion of 
thofe who think great Plagues come in with 
King's Reigns, becaufe it hapned fo twice, 
viz. Anno 16o^ 1 3nd 16255 whereas as well 
the year 1648, wherein the prefent King 
commenced His Right to reign, as alfo the 
year r66o, wherein He commenced theexer- 
cife of the fame, were both eminently health¬ 
ful : which clears both Monarchy , and our 
prefent King's Family, from what feditious 
men have furmifed againft them. 

5. The Difeafes, which befide the Plague 
make years unhealrhful in this City, are Spott 
ted-Fevers, Small-Pox, Dyfentery, called by 
fome I he Plague in the Guts i and the unhealthr 
ful Seafonis the jlutumn , 
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Of the difference between Burials and 



i. / T“'H£ next Obfervation is. That in 
the faid Bills there are far more Bu¬ 
rials than Chrijlenings. This is plain, de¬ 
pending only upon/frtf^wtf/Wcomputationj 
for, in 40 years, from the year 1603, to the 
year 1644, exclujive of both years, there 
have been fee down fas hapning within the 
fame ground, fpace, or Parifhes) although 
differently numbred and divided , 363935 
burials , and but 330747 Chrijlenings within 
the97, 16, and 10 Out Parifhes; thofe of 
^Vejlminjler, Lambeth , Newington , Re dr iff, 
Stepney, Hackney , and ljlington , not being 
included. 

2. From thisfingleObfervation it will fol¬ 
low, Thac London fliould have decreafed in 
its People; the contrary whereof we fee by 
its daily increafe of Buildings upon newFoun- 
dations, and by the turning of great Palaci¬ 
os Hcufes into frnall Tenements. It is there¬ 


fore 
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fore certain,that London is fupplied with Peo¬ 
ple from out of the Country, whereby not 
only ro fupply the overplus differences of 
Burials above mentioned, but likewife to in- 
creafe its Inhabitants according to the faid in- 
creafeof banting. ; . 

3, Thisfupplying of London feems to be 
the reafon, why Winchejler , Lincoln , and 
feveral other Cities have decreafed in their 
Buildings and confequently in their Inhabi¬ 
tants. The fame may be fufpeded of many 
Towns in Cornrval, and other places, which 
probably, when they were firff allowed to 
fend Bttrgeffes to the Parliament, were more 
populous than now,and bore another propor¬ 
tion to London than now • for feveral ofthofe 
Burroughs fend two Burgejfe/, whereas Lon- 
don it felf fends but four, although it bears 
the fifteenth pare of the charge of the 
whole Nation in all Bublick Taxes and Le¬ 
vies. 

4. But, if we confider what I have upon 
exaft enquiry found true, viz. Thar in the 
Country, within ninety years, there have been 
6339 Chrijlenings , and but 5280 Burials, the 
increafe of London will be falved without in¬ 
ferring the decreafe of the People in the 
Country 5 and withal, in cafe all England 
have but fourteen times more People than 




London , it will appear,how the faid increafe 
of the Country may increafe the People,both 
of London and it felf; for if there be in the 
97, 16, io, and 7 Pariflies, ufually compre¬ 
hended within our Bills, but 460000 Souls, 
as hereafter we fiiall flie w, then there are in all 
England and Wales 6440000 Perfons, out of 
which fubtradfc 460000, for thofe in and a - 
bout London, there remain 5980000 in the 
Country, the which increafing about ^ part in 
40 years, as we fhall hereafcer prove doth 
happen in the Country, the whole increafe of 
the Country will be about 854000 in the 
Paid time; out of which number, if but a- 
bout 250000 be Pent up to London in the Paid 
40 years, viz,, about 6000 per Annum, the 
Paid Mifftons will make good the alterations, 
which we find to have been in and about Lon - 
«2<?#,between the years 1603 and 1644above- 
mentioned: But that 250000 will do the fame, 
I prove thus \ viz,, in the 8 years, from 1603 
to r 612, the Burials in all the Pariflies, and 
of all Difeafes, the Plague included, were at 
a Medium 9750 per Annum, And between 
1635 and 1644 were 18000, the difference 
whereof is 8250, which is the To:a! of the 
increafe of the Burials in 40 years, that is, 
about 206 per Annum., Now, to make the 
burials increafe 2 c Gper Jnmtm, there muff 

be 



be added to the City 30 times as many (ac¬ 
cording to the proportion of 3 dying out of 
ir Families) viz. 61 So Advent, the which 
number multiplied again by the 40 years, 
makes the Produft 247 200,which islefs than 
the 250000 above-propounded *, foas there 
remain above 600000 of increafe in the 
Country within the faid 40 years, either to 
render it more populous, or fend forth into 
other Colonies, or Wars. But that England 
hath fourteen times more People, is not im¬ 
probable, fortheReafons following. 

1. London is obferved to bear about the 
fifteenth proportion of the whole Tax. 

2. There are in England and Wales about 
39 000 fquare Miles of Land, and we have 
computed that inoneofthegveateft Pariflies 
in Hantfhire , beingalfoa Market-Town, and 
containing twelve fquare Miles,there are 220 
Souls in every fquare Mile, out of which I 
abate \ for the over-plus of People more in 
that Parifh than in other wild Counties. So 
as the i parts of the faid 220, multiplied by 
the Total of fquare Miles, produces 6400000 
Souls in all London included. 

3. There are about 10000 Pariflies in 
England and Wales, the which.although they 
fliould not contain the^part of the Land, 
northed of the People of that Country- Pa- 

rifli, 
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rifh, which we have examined, yet may be 
fuppofed to contain about 600 People, one 
with another: according to which Account 
there will be fix Millions of People in the Na¬ 
tion. I might add, that there are in England 
and Wales about five and twenty Millions of 
Acres at 16 \ Foot to the Perch 5 and if there 
be fix Millions of People, then there is about 
four Acres for every head, which how well 
it agrees to the Rules of Plantation, i leave 
Unto others, not only as a means to examine 
my Afiertion, but as an hint to their enquiry 
concerning the fundamental Trade, which is 
Husbandry, and Plantation. 

4. Upon the whole matter we may there¬ 
fore conclude, That the People of the whole 
Nation do increafe, and confequently the de- 
creafeof Winchejler, Lincoln, and other like 
places, muft be attributed to other Reafons, 
than that of re-furni(hingL<?/w/wonly* 

5. We come to (hew, why although in the 
Country the Chrijlenings exceed the Burials , 
yet in London they do nor. The general Rea- 
fon of this mud be, that in London the pro¬ 
portion of thofe fubjeft to die, unto thofe ca¬ 
pable of breeding , is greater than in the 
Country 5 That is, let there be an hundred 
Perfons in London , and as many in the Coun* 
try ; we fay, that, if there be fixty of them 

Breed- 
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Breeders in London ,there are more than fixty 
in the Country, orelfe we muft fay* that 
London is more unhealthful,or that ic inclines 
Men and Women more to Barrennefs, than the 
Country: which by comparing the Burials 
and Chriftenings of Hackney , Newington, 
and the other Country-Parities, with the 
moft Smoky and Stinking parts of the City, is 
fcarce difcernible in any confiderable de- 
gree. 

6. Now that the Breeders in London are 
proportionably fewer than thofe in tbeCoun- 
try, arifes from thefe Reafons, viz. 

i. All, that have bufinefs to the Court of 
the King, or to the Courts of Juftice, and all 
Country-men coming up to bring Provifions 
to the City, or to buy Forein Commodities, 
Manufactures, and Rarities, do for the moft 
part leave their Wives in the Country, 

2* Perfons coming to live in London out 
of curiofity and pleafure , as alfo fuch as 
would retire and live privately, do the fame, 
if they have any. 

3. Such as come up to be cured of Difeafes 
do fcarce ufe their Wives pro tempore ♦ 

4. That many Apprentices of London , 
who are bound feven or nine years from Mar¬ 
riage, dooften ftay longer voluntarily. 
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5* That many Sea-men of London leave 
their Wives behind them, who arc more fub- 
jeft to die in the abfence of their Husbands, 
than to breed either without men, or with the 
ufe of many promifeuoufly* 

6. As for unhealthinefs,ir may well be fup. 
pofed, that although feafoned Bodies may, 
and do live near as long in London, as else¬ 
where, yet new-comers and Children do not: 
for the Smoaks,Stinks, and clofe Jir, are lefs 
healthful than that of the Country ; other- 
wife why do fickly Perfons remove into the 
Count ty-Air ? And why are there more old 
men in Countries than in London , f errata? 
And although the difference in Hackney and 
Newington , above-mentioned, be not very 
notorious, yet the reafon may be their vici¬ 
nity to London , and that the Inhabitants are 
moft fuch, whofe Bodies have firft been im¬ 
paired with the London-Air , before they 
withdraw thither. 

7. As to the caufes of Barrennefs in Lon¬ 
don , I fay, that although there fliould be 
none extraordinary in the Native Air of the 
place; yet the intemperance in feeding, and 
efpecially the Adulteries and Fornications, 
fuppofed more frequent in London than elfe- 
where, do certainly hinder Breeding. For 
a Woman, admitting ten Men, is fo far from 

ha- 
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having ten times as many Children, that flie 
hath none at all. 

8. Add to this, that the minds of men in 
London are more thoughtful, and full of bufi- 
nefs, than in the Country, where their work 
is corporal Labour and Exercifes ; All which 
promote Breeding, whereas Anxieties of the 
mind hinder it. 


CHAP. VIII. 

Of the difference between the numbers 
of Males and Females, 

T H E next Obfervation is, That there 
be more Males rhan Females. 
i. There have been Buried from the year 
1628, to the year 1662, exclufive, 209436 
Males ,and but 190474 Females: but it will 
be objefted, That in London it may be indeed 
fo , though otherwife elfewhere ; becaule 
London is the great Stage and Shop of bufinefs, 
wherein the Mafcnline Sex bears the greateft 
part. Rut we Anfwer, That there have been 
alfo Ckrijlened within the fame time 139782 
Males , and but 130866 Females , and that 

the 
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the Country* Accounts are confonant enough 
to thofe of London upon this matter. 

2. What theCaufes hereof are, we fhall 
not trouble our felves to conjecture, as in o- 
therCafes: only we fliall defire, that Tra¬ 
vellers would enquire, whether it be the fame 
in other Countries* 

3. We fhould have given an Account, how 
in every Age thefe proportions change here, 
but that we have Bills of diftinflion but for 
32 years, fo that we fhall pafs from hence to 
fome Inferences from this Conclufion *, as 
firfl, 

I. That Chrifttin Religion , prohibiting 
Polygamy, is more agreeable to the Law of 
Nature, that is, the Law of God, than Ma- 
humetifm , and others, that allow it: for one 
Man his having many Women, or Wives, by 
Law, fignifies nothing, unlefs there were ma¬ 
ny Women to one Man in Nature alfo. 

II . The obvious Objeftion hereunto is, 
That one Horfe, Bull, or Raw, having each 
of them many Females, do promoteincreafe. 
To which I Anfwer, That although perhaps 
there be naturally, even of thefe fpecies, more 
Males than Females, yet artificially , that is, 
by making Geldings , Oxen , and Weathers , 
there are fewer. From whence it will follow, 
That when by experience it is found how ma- 

F ny 
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ny Ews (fuppofe twenty ) one Rant will 
ferve , we may know what proportion of 
male-Lamks to caftrate or geld, ‘z/tes.nineteen, 
or thereabouts: for if you emafculate fewer, 
viz. but ten, you fliall, by promifcuous co¬ 
pulation of each of thofeten with two Females, 
hinder the increafe, fo far as the admittance 
of two Males will doit: but, ifyoucaftrate 
none at all, it is highly probable* that,every 
of the twenty $J\Ules copulating with every 
of the twenty Females , there will belittle 
or no conception in any of them all. 

III. And this I take tobetherrueft Reafoo, 
why Foxes , Wolves , and other Vermin Ani¬ 
mals, that are not gelt,increafe not fafter than 
Sheep , when as fomany thoufands ofthefe are 
daily Butchered,and very few of the other die 
otherwifethanof themfelvts* 

4- We have hitherto Paid, There are more 
Males than Females ; we fay next, 'That the 
one exceed the other by about a thirteenth 
part. So that although more Men die violent 
deaths than Women, that is, more are Jlain in 
Wars , killed by Mifcbance , drowned at Sea, 
and die by the Hand of JuJlice $ moreover, 
more Men go to Colonies , and travel into For¬ 
ein parts, than Women ; and laftly, more 
remain unmarried chan of Women, as Fellows 
of Colleges, and apprentices above eighteen, 
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(Sc. yet the faid thirteenth part difference 
bringeth the bufinefsbut to fucb a pafis, that 
every Woman may have an Husband, without 
the allowance of Polygamy. 

5* Moreover, although a Man be Prolifick 
fourty years, and a Woman but five and twen¬ 
ty, which makes the Males to be as 560 to 
325 Females , yet the caufes above-named* 
a nd the later marriage of the Men* reduce all 
*o an equality. 

6 . It appearing, that there were fourteen 
Men to thirteen Women, and that they die in 
the fame proportion alfo *, yet I have heard 
Fhyftciam fay, that they have two Women Pa¬ 
tients to one Man, which Affertion feems ve- 
r y likely 5 for that Women have either the 
^reen-feknefs, or other like Diftempers, are 
hek of Breedings, Abortions, Child-bearing, 9 

re-breajls , Whites, Objlrutfions , Fits of the 
Mother, and the like, 

7. Now, from this it fhould follow, that 
t^ore Women fhould die than Men, if the num¬ 
ber of Burials anfwered in proportion to that 

Sicknefles : buc this muft be falved,either 
ky thealleging, that the Phyficuns cure thofe 
^ckneffes, fo as few more die than if none 
^ere fick 5 orelfe that Men, being more in* 
^niperare than Women, die as much by rea- 
° n of their Vices,- as Women do by the Infir- 
F 2 mity 
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miry of their Sex 5 and confequently, more 
zJWales being born than Females , morealfo 
die. 

8. In the year 1642 many Males went ouc 
of London into the Wars then beginning, in- 
fomuch as I expefted in the fucceeding year 
1643 to have found the Burials of Females to 
have exceeded thofe of Males, buc no altera' 
tion appeared ; forafniuch , as I fuppofe, 
Trading continuing the fame in London , all 
thofe, who loft their Apprentices, had others 
out of the Country 5 and if any lefc their 
Trades and Shops , that others forthwith 
fucceeded them : for, if employment for 
hands remain the fame, no doubt but the num' 
her of them could not long continue in dift 
proportion. 

9. Another pregnant Argument to the fatitf 
purpofe‘{'which hath already been touched 
on) is, That although in the very year of th^ 
Blague the Chrijlenings decreafed , by the 
dying and flying of Teeming-Women, yet the 
very next year after they increafed fomewha r > 
buc the fecond after to as full a number as if 1 
the fecond year before the laid Plague \ for 1 
fay again, if there be encouragement form 1 
hundred in London , that is, a Way how an 
hundred may live better than in the Country’ 
and if there be void Homing there to receive 

them, 
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them, the evacuating of a fourth or third part 
of that number mult foon be fupplied out of 
the Country •; fo as the great JP/ ague doth not 
leffen the Inhabitants of the City, bucof the 
Country, who in a fiiort time remove them- 
felves from thence hither, fo long, until the 
City,for want of receipt and encouragement, 
regurgitates and fends them back. 

io. From the difference between Males 
and Females , we fee the reafon of making £»- 
nuebs in thofe places where Folygamy is allow¬ 
ed, the later being ufelefs as to multiplication, 
without the former, as was laid before in cafe 
of Sheep and other Animals ufually gelt in 
*hele Countries* 

if. By confequence, this pradiiceof Ca- 
Jlration ferves as well to promote increafe, as 
to meliorate the Flefh of thofe Beads that Buf¬ 
fer it. For that Operation is equally pradtt- 
fed upon Horfes , which are notufed for food, 
a s upon thofe that are. 

12. In Popifh Countries, where Polygamy 
^ forbidden, if a greater number of Males 
°blige themfelyes to Calibate^ than the natu¬ 
ral over-plus, or difference between them and 
^males amounts unto; ihen multiplication 
J s hindred : for if there be eight Men ro ten 
^omen, all of which eight Men are married 
to fight of the ten Women, then the other two 
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bear no Children, as either admitting no Man 
at ail, or elfe admitting Men as Whores (that 
is, more than one ;) which commonly procre¬ 
ates no more than if none at all had been ufed: 
or elfe fuch unlawful Copulations beget Con¬ 
ceptions, but to fruftrate them by procured 
Abortions, or fecret Murthers^ all which 
returns to the fame reckoning. Now, if the 
fame proportion of Women oblige themfelves 
to a fingle life likewife, then fuch obliga¬ 
tion makes no change in this matter of m- 
creafe. 

13. From what hath been faid appears the 
reafon, why the Law is and ought to be fo 
ftri&againft Fornications and Adulteries: for, 
if there were univerfal liberty, the Increafe 
of Mankind would be but like that of Foxes 
at befr. 

14. Now forafmuch as Princes are not only 
Powerful, but Rich, according to the num' 
her of their People (Hands being the Father, 
as Lands are the Mother and Womb of Wealth) 
it is no wonder why States, by encouraging 
Marriage, and hindering Licentioufnefs, ad' 
vance their ow-n Iotereft, as well as prefer^ 
the Laws of God from contempt and viola' 
tion. 

15. It is a Blefiing to Mankind, that by 
this overplus of <zj\UUs there is this nature 
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Bar to Polygamy : for in fnch a Bate Women 
could not live in that parity and equality of 
expenfe with their Husbands, as now, and 
here they do. 

16. The reafon whereof is, not, that the 
Husband cannot maintain as fplendidly three, 
as one 5 for he might, having three Wives, 
livehitnfelf upon a quarter of his Income,that 
is, in a parity with all three, as Vvell as, ha¬ 
ving but one, live in the fame parity at half 
with her alone: but rather, becaufe that to 
keep them all quiet with each other,and him- 
felf, he mud keep them all in greater aw, and 
lefs fplendour; which power he having, he 
will probably ufe it to keep them all as low as 
hepleafes, and at no more coft than makes 
for his own pleafurej the pooreft Sub;e#s, 
(fuch as this plurality of Wives muft be) be¬ 
ing mofteafily governed. 
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CHAP. IX. 

Of the growth of the Citju 


i. TN the year 159 3 there died in the nine- 
ty feven Parifhes within the walls,and 
the fixteen without the walls ( beiides 421 of 
the Blaguc^zS. And the next year 3478^ 
beiides 29 of the Plague: in both years 6986. 
Twenty years after there died in the fame 
ninety feven, and fixteen Parifhes, 12110, 
viz,. Anno 1614, 5873 3 and Anno 1615, 
6237 : fo as the fa id Parifhes are increafed, 
in the faid time, from feven to twelve, or 
very near thereabouts. 

2. Moreover, the Burials within the like 
fpace of the next twenty years, viz. Anno 
i634andi635, were 15625, viz. asabout 
twenty four to thirty one: the which laft of 
the three numbers, 15625, is much more 
than double to the hr ft 6986 ; viz. the faid 
Parifhes have in fourty years increas'd from 
twenty three to fifty two. 

3. Where is to be noted, That although 
we were neceffitated to compound the faid 

ninety 
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ninety feven with the fixteen Parifhes, yet 
the fixteen Parifhes have increafed fafter than 
the ninety feven. For, in the year 1620, 
there died within the walls 2726,and in 1660 
there died bur 3098 ( both years being clear 
of the Plague :) fo as in this fourty years the 
faid ninety feven Parifhes have increafed but 
from nine to ten, or thereabouts, becaufe the 
Houfing of the faid ninety feven Parifhes 
could be no other wife increaled , than by 
turning great Houfes into Tenements, and 
building upon a few Gardens. 

4, In the year 1604 there died in the ninety 
feven Parifhes 1518, and of the Plague 280. 
And in the year 1660,3098, and none of the 
Plague ; fo as in fifty fix years the faid Pa¬ 
rifhes have doubled. Wheremate 5 Thatfor- 
afmucbas the faid year 1604 was the very 
next year afcer the great Plague 1603 (when 
the City was not yet re-peopled) we fhall ra¬ 
ther make the comparifon between 2014, 
which died Anno 160$,and 3431 Anno 1 6595 
choofing rather from hence to a (Terr, T hat the 
faid ninety feven and fixteen Parifhes increaf¬ 
ed from twenty to thirty four, or from ten 
tofeventeen in fifty four years, than from one 
to two in fifty fix, as in the Iaft aforegoing 
Paragraph is fee down. 
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Anno x 6o$ there died in the fixtecn 
Out-Parishes 2974, anc ^ ji*M 1659^ 69 8 S : 
fo as in the fifty four years the fa id Pari flies 
have increafed from three to feven. 

6 . Jinno 1605 there died in the eight Out- 
Pariflies96o, Amo 1659 there died in the 
fame fcope of Ground, although called now 
ten Pariflies (th e Savoy and Covent-Garden 
being added) 4301: fo as the faid Pariflies 
have increafed , within the faid fifty four 
years, more than from one to four. 

7. Moreover, there were Buried in all, 
Amo 1605, 5948, a nd Anno 1659, 14720, 
viz,, about two to five. 

S. Having fet down the proportions , 
wherein we find the faid three great’Divifions 
of the whole Pyle, called London , to have 
increafed; we come next to fhew what parti¬ 
cular Pariflies have had the mofi: remarkable 
fhare in thefe Augmentations. Viz, of the 
ninety feven Pariflies within the Walls the in- 
creafeis not difcernible, but where great 
Houfes, formerly belonging to Noblemen, 
before they built others near White hall , have 
been turned into Tenements; upon which 
Account Alhalloxvs upon the Wall is increafed 
by the converfion of the Marquefs of Win* 
thejler's Hoofe, lately the Spanijh Embafia- 
dour’s, into a new Street; the like of Alder- 
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man Freemans, and La Motte s near the Ex¬ 
change j the like of the Earl of Arundel s in 
Loth bury j the like of the Bifhopof Lon¬ 
don's Palace, rhe DeanofiW’s,and the Lord 
River's Houfe now in hand; asalfoof the 
Duke's-PUce, and others heretofore. 

9. Of the fixteen Parishes, next without 
the Walls, Saint Giles Cripplegate hath been 
moft: enlarged,next tothatSaim Olaves South¬ 
wark , then Saint Andrew's Holborn , then 
White-Chappel , the difference in the reft not 
being confiderable. 

10. Of the Out-Parishes, now called ten, 
formerly nine, and before that eight, Saint 
Giles's and Saint ^Martin's in the Fields are 
moft increafed, notwithftanding Saint Pauls 
Covent-Garden was taken out of them 
both. 

n* The general Obfervation, which ari- 
fes from hence, is, That the City of London 
gradually removes Wejhvard , and did not the 
Royal Exchange and London-Bridg ftay the 
Trade , it would remove much fafter: for 
Leaden-Hall-fireet , Bifh op's-Gate, and part 
of Fen-Church-Jlreet , have loft their Ancient 
Trade; Grace-Church flreet indeed keeping 
it felf yet entire, by reafon of its conjuncti¬ 
on with, and relation to London-Bridg. 


12. Again, 
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12. Again , Canning-fir ect and Wat lift - 
Jlreet have loft their Trade of Woollen-Drape¬ 
ry to Paul's Church Tard , Ludgate hill , and 
Fleet-Jlrect: the Mercery is gone from out of 
LumbardJlreet and Cheap-Jide into Pater - 
Nojier-Rorv and Fleet-Jlreet. 

13. The reafons whereof are , That the 
King’s Court (in old times frequently kept 
in the City ) is now always at Wejlminjler. 
Secondly, the ufe of Coaches , whereunto 
the narrow Streets of the old City are unfit, 
hath caufed the building of thofe broader 
Streets in Covent-Garden, &c. 

14. Thirdly, where the Consumption of a 
Commodity is, viz,, among the Gentry, 
the Venders of the fame muft feat them- 
i elves. 

15. Fourthly, the cramming up of the void 
fpaces and Gardens within the Walls with 
Houfes, to the prejudice of Light and Air , 
have made men build new ones, where they 
lefs fear thofe inconveniencies. 

1 6. Conformity in Building to other civil 
Nations bath difpofed us to let our old Wood¬ 
en dark Houfes fall to decay, and to build 
new ones, whereby to anfwer all the ends 
above-mentioned. 

1 /♦ Where note, That when Lud-gate was 
the only Wejlern Gate of the City , little 

Build- 
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Building was Wejlwari thereof; but, when 
Holborn began to increafe , Newgate was 
made. But now both tbefe Gates are not fuf* 
ficient for the Communication between the 
Walled City, and its enlarged Wejlern Sub¬ 
urbs , as daily appears by the intolerable 
flops and embaraffes of Coaches near both 
thefe Gates, efpecially Ludgate'. 


CHAP. X. 

Of the Inequality cf Parifbes. 


i. Efore we pafs from hence, we ft all 



offer to confederation the Inequality 


of Pariftes in and about London, evident in 
the proportion of their refpe&ive Burials', 
for in the fame year were Buried in Cripple - 
gate-Parijh 1191, that but twelve died in 
trinity Minories, Saint Saviours Southwark , 
and botolpW s Bifbops-gate , being of the mid¬ 
dle fize, as burying five and 600 per Annum'. 
fo (hat Cripple gat e\ san hundred times as big 
as the Minoties , and 200 times as big as Saint 
John the Ev a nge lift’s , Mary-Coal Churchy 
Bonnet S’Grace-Church > Mat there-Friday- 
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fircety and fome others within the City. 

2. Hence may arife thisQueftion, Where¬ 
fore flhouki this Inequality be continued > If 

, it be Anfwered, Becaufe that Pajlours of all 
forts, and fizes of Abilities, may have Bene¬ 
fices, each man according to his merit: we 
Anfwer, That a two hundredth part of the 
beft Parfon's learning is fcarce enough for a 
Sexton. But befides, there feems no reafon 
of any difference at all, it being as much 
Science to fave one fingieSoul, as one thou- - 
fand. 

3. We incline therefore to think the Pa- 
rifhes fliould be equal, or near, becaufe, in 
the Reformed Religions, the principal ufe of 
Churches is to Preach in: now the bignefs of 
fitch a Church ought to be no greater, than that 
unto which the voice of a Preacher of mid¬ 
dling Lungs will eafily extend 5 I fay eafily , 
becaufe they fpeak an hour or more toge¬ 
ther. 

4. The ufe of fuch large Churches , as Paul’s, 
is now wholly loft, we having no need of fay¬ 
ing perhaps fifty oJMaJfes all at one time, nor 
of making tbofe grand Proceffions frequent in 
the Romijb Church ; nor is the fhapeof our 
Cathedral proper at all for our Preaching Au¬ 
ditories, but rather the Figure of an Amphi - 
X heater with Galleries, gradually over-look¬ 
ing 
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ing each other: for unto this Condition the 
Parifh'Churehes of London are driving apace, 
as appears by the many Galleries everyday 
built in them. 

5. Moreover, if Parifhes were brought to 
thefizeof Coalmanftreet, 4 Ihallorvs-Barking, 
Chnfi-Church , Black-Friers , See. in each 
whereof die between 100 and 150 per Annum , 
then an hundred Parities would be a fit and 
equal Divifion of this great charge, and all 
the Minijlers Cfome whereof have now fcarce 
fourty pounds per jdnnum ) might obtain a 
fubfiftence. 

6. And laftly, The Church-Wardens and 
Over jeers of the Foor might find it poffible 
to difeharge their Duties, whereas now in the 
greater Out-Pariflies many of the poorer Pa- 
rifhioners through negleft do perifli, and 
many vicious perfons get liberty to live as 
they pleafe, for want of fome heedful Eye to 
overlook them. 


CHAP.' 


CHAP. XI. 


Of the number of Inhabitants, 

I Have been feveral times in company with 
men of great experience in this City, and 
have heard them talk feldom under Millions 
of People to be in London: all which I was 
apt enough to believe, until, on a certain 
day, one of eminent Reputation was upon 
occafion averting, That there was in the year 
i66r two Millions of People more than An¬ 
no 162$ before the great Plague. I muft con- 
fefs, that, until this provocation , I had 
been frighted, with that mif-underftood Ex¬ 
ample of David , from attempting any com¬ 
putation ofthe People of this populous place; 
but hereupon I both examined the lawfulnefs 
of making fuch Enquiries, and, being fatif- 
fied thereof went about the work it felf in 
this manner: viz. 

2. Firft, I imagined, That, if the Con- 
jefture of the worthy Perfon afore-mentioned 
had any truth in it, there muft needs be about 
fix or feven Millions of People in London 

now; 
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now; but, repairing to my Bills, I found, 
chat not above 15000 per jinnum were buri¬ 
ed ; and confequently, that not above one 
in four hundred muft di e per Annum, if the 

Total were but fix Millions. 

3. Next confidering, That it is efteemed 
an even lay, whether any man lives ten years 
longer, I fuppofed it was the fame, that one 
of any ten might die within one year. But 
when I confidered, that of the 15000 afore¬ 
mentioned about 5000 were Abortive and 
Still-born, or died of Teeth, Convuljion, Rick¬ 
ets, or as Infants, and Chryfoms, and Aged 5 
l concluded, that of Men and Women, be¬ 
tween ten and fixty, there fcarce died 10000 
per Annum in London, which number being 
multiplied by 10, there muft be but roooo 
in all, that is not the «£ part of what the Al~ 
German imagined. Thefe were butfudden 
thoughts on both fides 5 and both far from 
truth, I thereupon endeavoured to get a little 
hearer, thus: viz,, 

4. I confidered, that the number of Child - 
hearing Women might be about double to the 
Births: forafnwch as fuch Women? one with 
another, have fcarce more than one Child in 
two years. The number of Births I found, 
hy thofe years wherein the Regijlries were 
^ell kept, to have been fomewhat lefs than 
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the Burials. The Burials in there late years 
at a Medium are about 13000, and confe- 
quently the Chrijlenings not above 12000. I 
therefore efteemed the number of Teeming- 
Women to be 24000 : then I imagined, that 
there might be twice as many Families, as of 
fuch Women ; for that there mighc be twice 
as many Women Aged between 16 and 76, as 
between 16 and 40, or between 20 and 44 ; 
and that there were about eight Perfons in a 
Family, one with another, <vi\. the Man and 
his Wife, three Children and three Servants 
or Lodgers : now 8 times 48000 makes 
384000- 

5. Secondly, I find, by telling the num¬ 
ber of Families in fome Pariflies within the 
Walls, that 3 out of 11 Families per annum 
have died : wherefore, 13000 having died 
in the uhole, it fhould follow, there were 
48000 Families according to the lad-menti¬ 
oned Account. 

6. Thirdly, the Account, which I made 
of the Trained- Bands and Auxiliary Souldiers 
doth enough juftifie this Account. 

7. Andlaftly, I took the Map of London 
fee out in the year <658 by Richard Nerv- 
court , drawn by a Scale of Yards. Now f 
gheflR-d that in roo Yards fquare there might 
be about 54 Families, fuppofing every Heute 

to 




to be 20 Foot in the front i for on two (ides 
of the faid fquare there will be ioo Yards of 
Houfing in each, and in the two other fides 
80 each 5 in all 360 Yards: that is, $4 Fa¬ 
milies in each fquare, of which there are 220 
within the Walls, making in all 11880 Fa¬ 
milies within the Walls. But forafinuch as 
there die within the Walls about 3200 per 
Annum, and in the whole 13000 j it follows, 
that the Houfing within the Walls is $ part of 
the whole, and confequently, that there are 
47520 Families in and about London^ which 
agrees well enough with all my former com¬ 
putations : the worft whereof doth fufficient- 
Jy demonftrate, that there are two Millions 
of People in London , which neverthelcfs 
molt men do believe, as they do, that there 
be three Women for one Man, whereas there 
are fourteen Men for thirteen Women, aselfe- 
where hath been faid. 

8. We have (though perhaps too much at 
Random} determined the number of the In¬ 
habitants of London to be about 384000 : 
the which being granted , we afiert , that 
199 r r 2 are Males, and 184886 FemdleL 

9. Whereas we have found, that of 100 
quick Conceptions about 36 of them die be¬ 
fore they be (lx years old, and that perhaps 
but one furvivecb 76 ; w r e having feven Ve- 
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csds between fix and 76, we fought fix mean 
proportional numbers between 64, the re¬ 
mainder, living at fix years, and the one, 
which furvives76, and find, that the num¬ 
bers following are pra&ically near enough 
to the truth; for men do not die in exaft Pro¬ 
portions, nor in Frafti©ns, from whence 
arifies this Table following.

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ii- It follows alfo, That of all which have 
been conceived, there are now alive 40 per 
Cent, above fixteen years old , 25 above 
twenty fix years old, drjic deinceps, as in the 
above-Table. There are therefore of Aged 
between i6and 56 themmiberof 40, lefsby 
fix, viz.. 34 ; of between 26 and 66 the num¬ 
ber of 25, lefsby three, viz.. 22 : &fic de¬ 
inceps. 

Wherefore , fuppofing there be 199112 
Males , and the number between 1 6 and 5 6 
being 34 5 it follows, there are 34 fer Cent* 
of all thofe Males fighting Men in London , 
that is 67694, viz. near 70000 ; the truth 
whereof I leave to examination , only the 
7 of 67694, viz . 13539, is to be added for 
Weftminfter , stepney, Lambeth, and the 0- 
ther diftant Pariihesj making in all 81233 
fighting Men. 

12* The next enquiry will be, In how long 
time the City of London fl jail, by the ordina¬ 
ry proportion of Breeding and dying, dou¬ 
ble its breeding People ? I anfwer, In about 
feven years, and {Plagues confidered) eight. 
Wherefore , fince there be 24000 pair of 
Breeders, that is | of the whole, it fol!ow r , 
that in eight times eight years the whole Peo¬ 
ple of the City (hall double, without the ac- 
cefs of Forreiners: the which contraditfs not 
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our Account of its growing from two to five 
in 56 years with fuch accefies. 

13. According to this proportion, one 
couple , vis, Adam and Eve , doubling 
themfelves every 64 yearsof the 5610 years* 
which is the Age of the World according to 
the Scriptures , (hall produce far more People 
than are now in it. Wherefore the World is 
not above 100 thoufand years older, as fome 
vainly imagine, nor above what the Scripture 
makes if. 


CHAP. XII. 

Of the Country-Bills 


E have, for the prefent, done with 



our Obfervat ions upon the Accounts 


of Burials and Chrifienwgs in and about Lon¬ 
don ; we fball next prefent the Accounts of 
both Burials yChriftenings^nd alfo of Weddings 
in the Country, having to that purpofein¬ 
ferred Tables of 90 years for a certain Parifli 
in Hantfiire, being a place neither famous 
for Longevity and HeAlthfulnefs , nor for the 
contrary. Upon which Tables we obferve. 


i.Tbat 
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1. That every Wedding ,one with another, 
produces four Children, and confequently 
that that is the proportion of Children which 
any Marriageable Man or Woman may be pre¬ 
fumed fhall have. For, thoughaman may 
be Married more than once, yer, being once 
Married , he may die without any Iffue at 
•all. 

2. That in this Parifh there were born 15 
Females for r 6 Males , whereas in London 
there were 13 for 14, which fhews, that 
London is fomewhat more apt to produce 
Males than the Country. And it is poflible, 
that in fome other places there are more Fe¬ 
males born than Males: which, upon this 
variation of proportion, I again recommend 
to the examination of the curious. 

3. That in thefaid whole 9© years theBu- 
rials of the Males and Females were exaftly 
equal, and that in feveral Decads they differ¬ 
ed not r ~ part; That in one of the two De¬ 
eds t wherein the difference was very noto¬ 
rious, there were Buried of Males 337, and 
of Females bur 284, viz. 53 difference, and 
in the other there died contrariwife 338 
Males , and 386 Females, differing 46. 

4. There are a!fo Decads, where the Birth 
of tlMalcs and Females differ very much, viz* 
about 60. 
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That in the faid 90 years there have 
been born more than buried in the faid Pa- 
tfifli (the which, both 90 years ago, andalfo 
now, confifted of about 2700 Souls) but 
1059 , viz* not 12 per Annum , one year 
with another. 

6. That thefe 1059 have in all probability 
contributed to the increafe of London $ fince, 
as was faid even now, it neither appears by 
the Burials , Chriftenings , or by the built of 
neiv-bottling, that the faid Parifh is more po¬ 
pulous now, than 90 years ago, by above 
two or 300 Souls. Now, if all other places 
fend about x 3 of their increafe, viz. about one 
out of 900 of their Inhabitants Annually to 
London , and that there be 14 times as many 
People in England as there be in London (for 
which we have given fome Reafons ) then 
London increafesby Pucb Advent every year 
above 6000: the which will make the Ac¬ 
count of Burials to fwell about 200 per An- 
mm, and will anfwer the increafes we ob- 
ferve. . It is clear, that the faid Parifh is tn- 
creafed about 300, and it is probable that 
three or four hundred more went to London ; 
and it is known, That about 400 went to 
New-England, the Caribc-]Jlinds , and New- 
found-Land, within thefe lift fourty years. 
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7 * According to the Medium of the faid 
whole 90 years, there have been five Chrifien• 
ings for four Burials, although in Tome fingle 
Tears and Decads there have been three to 
two, although fometjmes (though more rare¬ 
ly) the Burials have exceeded the Births , as 
in the cafe of Epidemical Difeafes* 

8. Our former Obfervation, That health¬ 
ful years are alfo the mod fruitful, is much 
confirmed by our Country Accounts ; for, 
70 being our Standard for Births 9 and58for 
Burials, you fhall find, that where fewer than 
58 died, more than 70 were born. Having 
given you a few infiances thereof, J fhall re¬ 
mit you to the Tables for the general proof 
of this Aflertion : Viz> Anno 1633 , when 
103 were born, there died but 29. Now., 
in none of the whole 90 years, more were 
born than 103, and but in one fewer than 29 
died , viz. 28 Anno 1658. Again Anno 
1568, when 93 were born, but 42 died. 
Anno 1584, when 90 were bom, but 41 di¬ 
ed. jinno 1650, when 86 were born, but 
52 died. So that by how much more are 
born, by fo much (as it were) the fewer die. 
For when 103 were born, but 29 died : but 
when but 86 were born, then 5 2 died. 

On the other fide, Anno 1638, when 156 
died per Annum, w ? hich was the greatefi year 

of 
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of Ubrtdity, then Iefs than the meer Standard 
70, viz. but 66, were born* Again Anno 
1644, when 137 died, but 59 were born* 
Anno 1597, when 117 died, but 48 were 
born. And1583, when §7 died, but 
59 were born. 

A little Irregularity may be found herein, 
as that Anno 1612, when 116 died ( viz, a 
number double to our Standard 58, yet) 87 
(viz. 17 above the Standard 79) wereborn* 
And that when 89 died, 7 5 w’erebom: but 
thefe differences are not fo great, nor fo often, 
as to evert ourRule,which,befides the Autho¬ 
rity of thefe Accounts,is probable in it felf. 

9. Of all the Paid 90 years the year 1638 
was the moft Mortal; I therefore enquired, 
whether the Plague was then in that Parilh, 
and having good fatisfa&ion that it was not, 
(which I the rather believe, becaufe that the 
Plague was not then confiderable at London ) 
but that it was a Malignant Fever , raging fo 
fiercely about Harvejl, that there appeared 
fcarce hands enough to take in the Corn : 
which argues, conlidcring there were 2700 
Parifhioners, that feven might be Tick for one 
that died : whereas of the Plague more die 
than recover* Laftly, thefe People lay long¬ 
er fick than is ufual in the Plague, nor was 
there any mention of Sores, Swellings, Flew- 
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Tokens, &c. among them. It follows, that 
the proportion between the greateft and the 
leaft Mortalities in the Country are far great¬ 
er than at London : Forafmuch as the greateft 
156 is above quintuple unto 28 the leaft, 
whereas in London (the Plague excepted, as 
here it hath been) the number of Burials up¬ 
on other Accounts within no Decad of years 
hath been double, whereas in the Country it 
bath been quintuple,not only within the whole 
ninety years, butalfo wdthin the fame Decad: 
for Anno 1633 there died but 29, and Anno 
1638 the above-mentioned number of 156. 
Moreover, as in London, in no Decad, the 
Burials of one year are double to thofe of a- 
nother: fo in the Country they are feldom 
trot more than fo 5 as by this Table appears.

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Which Ihews, that the opener and freer 
Airs are moft fubjed: both to the good and 
bad Impreffions, and that thej Fumes, Steams 
and Stenches of London do fo medicate and 
impregnate the Air about it, that it becomes 
capable of little more, as if the faid Fumes 
riling out of London met with, oppofed and 
juftied backwards the Influences falling from 
above, or refilled the Incurfionof the Coun- 
try -Airs, 

io. In the laft Paragraph we faid, that the 
Burials in the Country were fomedme quintu¬ 
ple to one another, but of theChriflenings 
we affirm, that within the fame Decad they 
are feldom double, as appears by this Table, 
viz..

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Now , although the difproportions of 
Births be not fo great as that of 'Burials , yet 
thefe difproportions are far greater than at 
London: for let it be ftiewn in any of the 
London Bills, that within two years the chri - 
ftenings have decreafed i, or inereafed doa¬ 
ble, as they did Anno 1584, when 90 were 
born, and Anno 1 586, wherein were but 4$ : 
or to rife from 52, as Anno 1593, toys, as 
in the next year 1594. Now thefe difpro¬ 
portions both in Births and Burials confirm 
what hath been before afferted. That He&lth- 
fulnefs and Fruitfulnefs go together, as they 
would not, were there not difproportions 
in both, although proportional. 

11. By the Standard of Burials in this Pa- 
rift] I thought to have computed the number of 
Inhabitants in it, viz. by multiplying 58 by 
4, which made the Product 232, the number 
of Families. Hereupon I wondred , that a 
Parifti containing a large Market-Town, and 
12 Milescompafs, ftiould have but 232 Hou- 
fes; 1 then multiplyed 232 by 8, the JPro- 
duff whereof was 1856, thereby hoping ro 
have had the number of the inhabitants, as I 
had for London: but when upon enquiry, J 
found there had been 2100 Communicants in 
that Parifti, in the time of a Minifter who 
forced too many into that Ordinance, and 

that 
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that 1500 was the ordinary number of Com¬ 
municants in all times 3 I found alfo, that 
forafmuch as there were near as many under 
16 years old, as there are above, viz. Com¬ 
municants, I concluded, that there mull be 
about 2700 or 2800 Souls in that Parifli: 
from whence it follows, that little more than 
one of 50 dies in the Country, whereas in 
London it feems manifeft, that about one in 
32 dies, over and above what dies of the 
J ?lague. 

12. It follows therefore from hence, what 
I more faintly aliened in the former Chap¬ 
ter, That the Country is more healthful than 
the City ; that is to fay, although men die 
more regularly, and lefs per faltum in London , 
than in the Country, yer, upon the whole 
matter, there die fewer per rata *, fo as the 
Fumes, Steams, and Stenches above-mention¬ 
ed, although they make the Air of London 
more equal, yet not more Healthful. 

13. When I confider, That in the Country 
fevency are Born for 6fty eight Buried, and 
that before the year 1600 the like happened 
in London, Iconfidered, whether a City, as 
it becomes more populom, doth nor, for that 
very caufe, become more tmhealthful: and 
inclined to believe, that London now is more 
tmhealthful than heretofore \ partly for that 
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it is more populous, but chiefly becaule I 
have heard, that fixty years ago few Sea Coals 
were burnt in London, which are now uni ver- 
fally ufed. For I have heard, that Newcaftle 
is more unbealthful than other places, and that 
many People cannot at all endure the finoak 
of London , not only for its unpleafantnefs, 
but for the fuffocations which it caufes* 

14. Suppofe, that Anno 1569 there were 
2400 Souls in that Pariih, and that they in- 
creafed by the Births 70, exceeding the Bu - 
rials 58, it will follow, that the faid 2400 
cannot double under 200. Now, if London 
be lefs healthful than the Country, as cer¬ 
tainly it is, the Blague being reckoned in, it 
follows, that London muft be doubling it felf 
by generation in much above 200 ; but if ic 
hath increafed from 2 to 5 in 54, as.aforefaid, 
the fame muft be by reafon of tranfplantati- 
on out of the Country. 
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The Conclufion.

To this I might anfwer in general, by fay¬ 
ing, that thofe, who cannot apprehend xbe 
reafon oi thefe Enquiries, are unfit to trouble 
tbcmfelves to ask them. 1 . ! 

2. I might anfwer by asking, Why fo ma¬ 
ny have fpent their times and Eftates about 
the Art of making Gold ? which, if it were 
much known, would only exalt Silver into 
the place which Gold now poffeffetb 5 and if 
it were known but to fome one Perfon, the 
fame Angle Adeptm could not, nay, durffc 
Hot enjoy it, but nmft be either a Prifoner to 
fome Prince, and Slave to fome Voluptuary, 
Or elfe skulk obfeurely up and down for his 
privacy and concealment. 

3, I might anfwer , That there is much 
Pleafure in deducing fo many abftrufeand un- 
^xpefted inferences out of thefe poor defpi- 
fed Bills of Mortality ; and in building upon 
*hat ground, which hath lain wafte thefe eigh¬ 
ty years. And there is pleafure in doing 
fomething new, though never fo little, with* 
°ut peftering the World with voluminous 

I ^ranfcriptions* • 
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4. But I anfwer more ferioufly, by com¬ 
plaining, That whereas the Art of Governing, 
and the tru e Politicks, is how to preferve the 
Subjeft \n Peace and Plenty $ that men ftudy 
only that part of it which teacheth how to 
fupplant and over-reach one another, and 
how, not by fair out-running, but by trip¬ 
ping up each other's heels, to win the 
Prize. 

Now, the Foundation or Elements of this 
honeft harmlefs Policy is to underftand the 
Land, and the hands of the Territory, to be 
governed according to all their intrinlick and 
accidental differences: As for example ; It 
were good to know the Geometrical Content, 
Figure, and Situation of all the Lands of a 
Kingdom, efpecially according to its mod na¬ 
tural, permanent, and confpicuous Bounds# 
It were good to know how much Hay an Acre 
of every fort of Meadow will bear ; hoW 
many Cattel ch? ; fame. weight of each fort of 
Hay will feed and fatten 5 what quantity of 
Grain and other Commodities the fame Acre 
will bear in one, three,* or’ feven years, com* 
mujiibtts- Annie ; unto what ufe each foil is 
mod proper. All which particulars I call 
the intrinfick value : for there is alfo another 
value meerly accidental, or extrinfick, con- 
filling of the Caufes why a parcel of Land, 
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lying near a good Market, may be worth 
double to another parcel, though but of the 
lame intrinfick goodnefs 3 which anfwers the 
Queries, why Lands in the JVorth of England 
are worth but fixteen years purchafe, and 
thofe of the Weft above eight and twenty. 
It is no lefs neceflfary to know how many 
People there be of each Sex , State, Age, 
Religion, Trade, Rank , or Degree, 
by the knowledge whereof, Trade and Go¬ 
vernment may be made more certain and Re¬ 
gular ; for , if men knew the People , as 
aforefaid, they might know the confutnption 
they would make, fo as Trade might not be 
hoped for where it is impolfible. As for in- 
fhnee, I have heard much complaint, that 
Trade is not fet in fome of the Southweftern 
and North weftern Parts of Ireland , there be¬ 
ing fo many excellent Harbours for that pur- 
pofe 3 whereas in feveral of thofe places I 
have alio heard, that there are few other In¬ 
habitants, but fuch as live ex fponte creatis, 
and are unfit Subjeds of Trade, as neither 
employing others , nor working them- 
felves. 

Moreover, if all thefe things were clearly 
and truly known ( which I have but ghefled , 
at) it would appear, how fmall a part of 
she People work upon neceflary Labours and 
H 2 Callings^ 
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Callings, viz. how many Women and Chil¬ 
dren do juft nothing, only learning tofpend 
what others get; how many are nicer Volup¬ 
tuaries, and as it were meer Gamefters by 
Trade; how many live by puzling poor peo¬ 
ple with unintelligible Notions in Divinity 
and Phslofophy ; how many by perfwading 
credulous, delicate, and litigious Perfons, 
that their Bodies or Eftates are out of Tune, 
and in danger; how many by fighting as Soul- 
diers$ how many by Miniftries of Vice and 
Sin; how many by Trades of meer Pleafure, 
or Ornaments; and how many in a way of lazy 
attendance, &c. upon others ; And on the 
other fide, how few are employed in railing 
and working neceftary Food and Covering; 
and of the fpeculativemen, how fewdoftu- 
dy Nature and 'things ! The more ingenious 
not advancing much further than to write and 
fpeak wittily about thele matters. 

I conclude, That a clear knowledge of all 
thefe particulars, and many more, whereat I 
have fhot but at rovers, is neceftary, in or¬ 
der to good, certain, and eafie Government* 
and even to balance Parties and Faflions 
both in Church and State. But whether the 
knowledge thereof be neceftary to many,or fir 
forothers than the Sovereignand his chief Mi' 
nifters,! leave to conlideration. 
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APPENDIX' 

F Orafmuch as a long and ferious perufal 
of all the Bills of Mortality , which 
this great City hath afforded for almoft 
fourfcore years 3 hath advanced but the few 
Obfervations comprifed in the fore-going 
Treatife 5 I hope very little will be cxpeft- 
ed from the few fcattered Papers that have 
come to my hands fince the publidling there¬ 
of , efpecially from one that hath learned 
from the Royal Society , how many Obfervati¬ 
ons go to the making up of one 'Ikeoreme , 
which (like Oaks and other Trees fit for du¬ 
rable Building ) mud: be of many years 
growth* 

The Accounts which follow, I reckon but 
as Timber and Stones; and the bed Inferen¬ 
ces I can make, are but as hewing them to a 
Square : as for compofing a beautiful and 
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firm Strudure out of them,I leave it to the Ar¬ 
chitecture of the faid*sW#y,under whom 1th ink 
it honour enough to work as a Labourer* 

My firft Obfervation (hall be , That ac 
Dublin t he Number of Weekly Burials being 
about 20, and thofe of London about 300, 
as alfo the Number of People reckoned to 
be within the Limits of the Bills of Mortality 
at London to be 460000 $ it will follow, that 
the Number of Inhabitants of Dublin be 
about 30000, viz. about one fifteenth part 
of thofe in and about London , which agrees 
with that Number which I have heard the 
Books of Poll-Money, raifed but little be¬ 
fore the time of this Bill, have exhibited as 
the Number of Inhabitants of that City : 
So as al though I do not think one fingle Week¬ 
ly Bill isfufficient to ground fuch a Conclufi- 
on upon, yet 1 think that feveral yearly Bills 
are the beftof the eafie ways from which to 
coiled the Number of the People. 

Secondly, Although I take it for granted, 
that in Dublin there be more Born than Buri¬ 
ed, becaufe the fame hath appeared to be fa 
in London by the Bills of Mortality before 
the year 1641, when the Civil Wars began, 
and much more eminently in Amfterdam, as 
' fihall be hereafter fliewn * yet there are but r 4 
let down as Chriftned; which flievvs, ^ aC 
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the defeft there is much the fame as at Lon¬ 
don, whether the caufe thereof be negligence 
in the Regifter, or non-conformity to Pub- 
lick Order, or both, I leave to the curious. 

I believe the caufe is alfo the fame, foraf* 
much as I heard it to be a Maxim at Dublin, 
to follow, if not forerun, all that is, or as 
they underftand will be, pra&ifed in London i 
and that in all particulars incident to humane 
affairs. 

I have here inferted two other Country^ 
Bills, the one of Cranbrook in Kent, the other 
of Tiverton in Devonfhire , which with that 
of Hantfhire , lying about the midway be¬ 
tween them, give us a view of the moft Eafter- 
ly. Southerly, and Wefterly parts of Eng¬ 
land : I have endeavoured to procure the like 
account from Northumberland, Chefhire , Nor¬ 
folk and Nottinghamjhire ; Thereby to have 
a view of feven Counties moft differently fi- 
tuated, from whence lam forry to obferve 
that my Southern friends have been hitherto 
more curious and diligent than thofe of the 
North. The full obfervation from thefe Bills 
is, that all thefe three Country Bills agree, 
that each Wedding produces four Children, 
which is likewife confirmed from the Bills 
of Amfterdam . Secondly , they all agree 
that there be more Males born than Females, 
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but in different proportions, for at Cranbrook 
there be 20 Males for 19 Females, in Hunt* 
fiire, 16 for 15, in London 14 for 13, and 
at Tiverton , 12 for 11. Thirdly, I have in¬ 
ferred the Bills themfelves, to the end that 
whoever pleafes may examin, by ail three to¬ 
gether, the Obfervations I raifed from the 
Hantfhire Bill alone; conceiving it will be 
more pleafure and fatisfaftion to do ic them- 
felves, than to receive it from another hand. 
Only I fhail add, as a new Obfervation from 
them all, that in the years 1648 and 1649* 
being the time when the people of England 
did mo# refenc the horrid Parricide of his 
late Sacred Majefty, that there were but nine 
weddings in that year in the fame places, 
when there were ordinarily between 30 and 
40 per Annum and but 16, when there were 
ordinarily at other times between 50 and 60. 
And it may be alfo obferved that fomething 
of this black murder appeared in the years 
1643 and 1644, w ^ en the Civil war was at 
the higheft , but the contrary in the years 
1654, 1655, &c. to prevent the new way 
of Marriage then im poled upon the peo¬ 
ple. 

I have alfo fupplied the Tables from the 
ihree general Bills for the years 1662, 1 663* 
and 1664, which you wiij find to juflifi e 

the 
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the former Obfervations. But moft eminent¬ 
ly that which 1 take to be of moft concern¬ 
ment , namely , of the difference between 
the numbers of Males and Females. 

In the former Obfervations I did endea¬ 
vour to deduce the number of the Inhabitants 
about the City of London, from the Bills of 
Mortality , concluding them to be about 
460000, and did likewife fet forth by what 
fteps the people of the faid City have in- 
creafed from two to five fince the year 
1600. 

And particularly in what proportions the 
City increafed in its feveral parts from time 
to time: I have now procured an Account of 
the Men , Women , and Children, which 
were jinno 1631. found within the Liberties 
of London , which are circumfcribed by 
Temple-Bar, Holborn-Bars , SmjthJieldBars, 
Shoreditch-Bars , Hhite-chappcl-Bars, and to 
the Tower Liberties , and Meal*market in 
Southwark ; by which Account I hope it will 
appear, that I computed too many rather 
than too few, although the moft part of men 
have thought otherwife. Nor do 1 wonder 
at if, fince I never obferved more enormous 
miftakes in any matter than concerning the 
number of people , Ale-boufes , Coaches, 
Ships, Sea-men , Water-men, and feveral 

other 
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other Tradefmen, &c ♦ The proportions of 
all which I have always thought is neceflary 
to be known, in order to an exafl: Symmetry 
of thefeveral members of a Common-wealth. 

I fay, that the whole number of Inhabitants 
exceeds not 460000. 

1. The number of Men , Women , and 
Children, found in the City and Liberties 
1631, was 130178. 

2. The Liberties of the City of London 
confift of the 97 Parifhes within the Walls, 
and ©f i of the 16 Parishes next without them, 
which eftimate of mine, nevertheleLj I leave 
to examination. 

The Liberties of London from the year 
1631 to the year 166 r increafed from 8 to 11, 
as may appear by the Tables,and confequent- 
ly thefaid 130000 found in the year 1631, 
were increafed to 179000, in Anno 1661. 

Laftly, the Libertiesof London in the year 
1661 were in proportion to the whole, as 4 
to 9, andconfequently if there were 179000 
fouls, in the faid Liberties, there was not 
above 403000 in the whole number of Par idl¬ 
es then comprehended intheBillsofMonaity-

2. That there are eleven burying* places, 
befides the Hofpital and Peft-houfe, 257 
Streets and Lanes, with 43 Burgwalls and 
Grachts in that City. 

3* That in feven years, beginning from the 
15 of Auguft 1617 to the fame day 1624, 
there were Chriftned in the reformed Church¬ 
es of AmJlerdAnt 52537, and that there died 
in the fame time 32532. So as there were 
2oco 5 more born than buried, befides thole 
that were Chriftned in other Congregations. 
And in the fame time were 16430 publilht 
Marriages. 

4. That in the firft: week of September 
1664 there died 1041 , and in eigh¬ 
teen weeks before the Burials increafed 
from 331 up to the faid number of 1041, 

and 
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and in twelve weeks after decreafed back to 
the like number of 330. 

5* In February following there died but 
118 a week, and the ordinary number of 
weekly Burials is about 100, fo as London 
feems to be three times as big as Amjler- 
eUm. 

6. I have likewife hapned on fome other 
Accomprs, relating to Mortalities of fome 
great Cities of the World, of what Authori- 
ty I know not, but as printed at Amjlerdam 
1664, viz. jinno 1619 there died in Grand 
Cairo in ten weeks 73500, without any vi¬ 
able diminution of the people. 

7. Anno 1625 there died in Leyden 9597. 
Anno 1635 there died in the fame City of 
Leyden from the 14 of July , to the 29 of 
December 14381, the greateft week of mor¬ 
tality being the latter end of October was 
1452. This Plague in 15 weeks increafed 
from 96, to the faid number of 1452, and 
in ten weeks after deereafed to 107. An' 
fwerable to the time of Increafe and Decreafe 
afore*mentioned in Amjlerdam, Anno 1 
there died in 21 weeks from July to Novem¬ 
ber 13287, the greateft week being Sepemb- 
25. when died 896. 

8. Ac Harlem there died in the fame year, 

in the months of Augufl , September, October 
and November 5723. y.AffM 
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9. Anno 1637, in Conjlantinople there di¬ 
ed 1500 per diem , but how long this Plague 
lafted, appeareth not. 

1©. The fame year died in Prague 20000 
Chriftians, and 10000 Jew s* 

11. Anno 1652 there died in CracevU 
17000 Chriftians, and 200co Jews. 

12. Anno 1653 there died in Dantzicl ^ in 
the laft week of September 640, and in Cm* 
ningsburg 490. 

13. 1654 ^ ere died in Copenhagen for fe- 
veral weeks 700 per week. 

14. Anno 1655 there died at Amfierdam 
and Leyden , as above-mentioned 3 and at 
Deventer 70, 80, and 90 per diem. 

15. Ac Leeuwardeen 5 6per diem . 

16. jinno 1656 there was lb fweeping a 
Plague at Naples, that there died of it at the 
latter end of May 1300, or 1400 per diem. 
The lixth of June there were 80000 fick, 
that the well were not able to help, or bury 
the dead ; prefently after there died 5000 in 
three days 5 in Auguft it began toceafe, after 
it had deftroyed 300000 people. 

17. The Town of Scala in Italy was quite 
difpeopled , and at c! Mtnory there fcaped 
but 22. At Rome there died in the fame 
year about 100 per diem for a great while 
together.

18. 1657 There died at Genoa in Mid¬ 
summer week 1200 , afterwards there died 
1600per diem; infomuch that in the begin¬ 
ning of Auguft they burnt the dead Corps for 
want of hands to bury them , which great 
Mortali ty decreafed to five or fix per diem be¬ 
fore September was our. The total fum of 
all that died was about 70000. 

19. Ac Bergen in Norway , Anno 1618 
the Plague is represented to have been very 
terrible, by faying that there died 50 or 60 
per diem ,and that the whole City was in tears, 
that the Coffimmakers refufed to make Cof¬ 
fins, that parents carried their children, and 
children their parents to the grave. But for- 
afinuch as it was not mentioned how populous 
this place was, nor for how many days the 
Mortality continued, I can make but little 
eftimate of this Plague, by what is above re¬ 
lated. 

20. The general Obfervations arifing from 
the above-mentioned particulars, are as fol¬ 
lowed!: 

Firft, That Northern, as well as Southern 
Countries are infefted with great Plagues; 
although in the Southern Countries they are 
more vehement, and do both begin and end 
more fuddenly. 

2U Secondly , from the year 1652 the 

Plague 
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Plague was at Cracow, 16 5 3 at Dantzick and 
Coningsburg, 16*54 at Copenhagen, 1655 at 
Leyden and Amfterdam, and other Towns in 
the Netherlands, 1656 at Naples and Koine, 
1657 at Genoa; So as it well defervesenquiry, 
whether the Plague in all thefe places were a 
ficknefs of the fame kind,and did fucceflively 
perambulate the feveral Countries above- 
mentioned 5 or whether it were a feveral di- 
feafe in each place. 

2 2. Thirdly 3 that the Tlague is longer in ri¬ 
ling to its heighth, than in decreafing to the 
famepitchjand the proportion thereof,in fuch 
cafes where it hath moft plainly appeared, is 
about three to two 3 for at jimfterdam it was 
eighteen weeks rifing, and twelve decreafing ; 
and at Leyden fifteen upon theincreafe, and 
ten decreafing. 

It may'Joe further obferved,that in the four 
feveral times of great Mortality, the height 
was not always in the fame month; for Anno 
1592 it was the fecond week in dugujt, when 
there died 1550 of all difeafes; in theyear 
1603 the height was the fecond week of Sep¬ 
tember, , when there died 3129 of all difea¬ 
fes ; in 1625 the extremity was in the third 
week in Augujt, when there died 5205. Anno 
1636 the like extremity was in the firft 
week of October , there then dying 4005 of 
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all difeafcs. In this place I think fit to 
intimate , that confidering the prefenc 
increafe of the City from Anno 1625 to this 
time, which is from eight to thirteen, that 
until the Burials exceed 8400 per meek, the 
Mortality will not exceed that of 162$. 
Which God for ever avert. 

Ic may be further obferved, that the time 
of the Plagues continuance at the height was 
of feveral durations, for Anno 1592 it con¬ 
tinued from the firft week in July to the fe- 
condof September , without increafing or de- 
creafingabove iooin 16005 whereas in 1603 
it remain’d but three weeks at the ftate, de- 
creafing ne^r i the next week after the height* 
Anno 16^5 it remain’d not three weeks at a 
ftay,/increafing 5 part the next week before 
the height, and decreafing as much the next 
week after* Anno 1636 it flood five weeks 
without increafing or decreafing above £ part 
afore-mentioned. 

Concerning the difeafe of the Plague, 
jtnno 1592 it increafed to ~ of the greateft 
number that died in twenty weeks ; Anno 
1603, it did thefame in eleven *, Anno 1125, 
in nine weeks 5 Anno 1636, as it was not fo 
fierce as in the other years, fo it was of long¬ 
er continuance , as hath been elfe-whetc 
noted*

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The laft thing I fhall obferve is, that in all 
the four great years of mortality above-men¬ 
tioned, I do not find that any week the Plague 
increafed to the double of the precedent week 
above five times.

OBSERVATIONS 

O F 

Major John Graunt. 

W Hereas in the Month of Decem¬ 
ber , in the Year 1672 , there 
were Chriften’d in the fevera! 
Pariftes of the City and Suburbs of Parts 
1 366, and Weddings 68, and Buried 1153, 
yet of the Reformed Religion, in the fame 
fpace of Time and Place , there were 
Chriften’d but 27 , and Buried but 14. 
At a medium being compared to thegrofs 
fum , the Pro tenants in Paris are but as 
one to 65. 

A further Obfervation may be made ; 
That whereas in the whole Year of 1672, 
there were Buried 17584 , and the Chri- 
ftenings then were 18427, which difference

between Chriftening and Burials was very 
agreeable with the difference formerly in the 
City of London , before Phanaticifm and 
the Anabaptifts were known in thofe Parts : 
But in the fame Year of 1672 in the City of 
London and Places adjacent, the Burials were 
18230 , and the Christenings but 
By which it plainly appears that 5 of the In¬ 
habitants of the Places aforefaid, are fuch as 
do not conform to the Doctrine and Difci- 
pline of the Church of England. 

As concerning the common Queftion , 
Whether Pam or London hath molt Inhabi¬ 
tants, my Anfwer mutt be fram'd after this 
manner, upon fornc Obfervations made Upon 
the numbers of Burials of each City. 

I find that in the City and Suburbs of 
ris in the Years 1670, 1671, and 1672, the 
total number of the Burials was 56443, and 
in the Years aforefaid in the City of London^ 
Suburbs, and Places adjacent ( as appears 
by the Annual Bills of Mortality) was Burb 
ed 54157. 

But fince that Hackney , Lambeth, NW 
ington , Ijlington , Rot her It h , Stepney and 
Weftminjler, although put into the Bills 0 ’ 
Mortality, they cannot properly be reckon' 1 * 
as parts of the City of London '(WeJlminJ^ 
being a diftin&City of it felf, and the oth e **

having been Buried in the Places [aft named in 
the three Years aforefaid (as appears by the 
faid Annual Bills ) 10600, which -being de¬ 
duced out of the number aforefaid, the re¬ 
maining number is 44157 , upon which I 
think the Comparifon muft be made. 

By which it appears that Farit hath ex¬ 
ceeded the City of London in the number of 
Burials 12286, which number is between a 


fourth and a fifth Ofthe faid number of 56443, 
which is the Proportion of the difference in 
the number of Inhabitants; the City of P<*- 
r/V having more than a *?fifth, and yet not a 
fourth more than the City of Londw.

I T is to be noted/ that in all the feveral Co¬ 
lumns of the Burials thofe dying of the 
Plague are left out, being reckoned all toge¬ 
ther in the fixth Column: whereas in the ori¬ 
ginal Bills, the Plague and all other difeafes 
are reckoned together , with mention how 
many of the refpe&ive totals are of the 
Plague. 

Secondly, From the year 1642 forwards, 
the accompt of the Chrijlnitfgs is not to be 
trafted, the negle^s of the fame beginning 
about that year: for in 1642 there are fee 
down 10370, and about the fame number fe¬ 
veral years before, after which timethefaid 
Chrijlnings decreafed to between 5000 and 
6000, by omifTion of the greater part. 

Thirdly, The feveral Numbers are caftup 
into Qcionaries , that Comparifon may be 
made of them as well as of fingle years.
